Then he will con- 
tinue on to Washington to join 
President Hoover for informal con- 
versations on the Anglo-American 
viewpoint on international affairs.

Last Day at Sea Uneventful. 


Mr. MacDonald’s last day at sea 
was uneventful. It was shadowed 
somewhat by receipt.of the news.of 
the death of Dr. Gustav. Strese- 
mann, German Foreign: Minister. 
The British Minister paid tribute to 
Dr. Stresemann’s achievements. He 
had often worked side by side with 
the German statesman in conferences 
abroad.

In 
what might be termed a prelude to 
the press experiences which ‘await 
her today she expressed her belief 
that she was going to like America 
very much. 

While the leader of his Majesty’s 
Government was approaching these 
shores it became known in Washing- 
ton that the momentous conferences 
between him and the President prob- 
ably would be launched at Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s camp.

ATLANTIC CIPY,._N. J., Oct. 3.— 
The Right Rev. John Gardner Mur- 
ray, presiding: Bishop of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Churéh in the United 
States, died this, afternoon after 
suffering a stroke‘ while -presiding 
over the House of Bishops in St. 
James Church here. ' 

He collapsed while reading from 
the canon laws in ruling on a point 
of order and fell to the floor. Sev- 
eral Bishops rushed to his ‘aid, and 
not realizing that the stroke had 
been fatal, began praying, Kneeling 
beside the body. Three physicians 
arrived quickly .and.found that . she 
was dead.

STEEL DROPS 10 POINTS 





Fear of Huge Rise in Brokers’ 
Loans and Weakness of 
Accounts Are Big Factors. 





Starting as a mild .reaction, that 
grew in intensity with each succeed- 
ing. hour, a drastic break in 
stock prices shook. the New York 
Stock Exchange yesterday afternoon. 
Liquidation that swept through the 
market in the final hour cut millions 
of dollars from the opén market 
value of securities. It was the wid- 
est decline of the year, accomplished 
in little more than two hours time. 
The break had been foreshadowed 
by the continued tightening of the 
financial structure as brokers’ loans 
increased, week by week, and by the 
nervousness and apparent hesitation 
which has characterized. market 
fluctuations during the past fort- 
night: Trading was not ‘abnormal 
in volume, however, the sales having 
aggregated 4,747,330 shares. 

‘ The market opened firm, sentiment 
being bolstered moderately by the 
comparative cheapness.of call money, 
due to the flow back of funds from 
Oct. 1 settlements., As stocks flucttu- 
ated easily in a narrow range. there 
appeared. on. the. tickers fresh. evi- 
‘dences of selling. .This became more 
pronounced) ‘at midday, and fresh 
‘weakness developed’ in early after- 
noon. It was in the final hour of 
the day, however, between 2 and & 
o’clock, .whén'the storm. burst, car-

Jeanne Eagels Collapses, Dies in H ospital 
On Visit to Be Treated for Nerve Ailment 





Jeanne Eagels, star of “‘Rain” and 
other. theatrical and motion picture 
successes, died suddenly last night 
in the Park Avenue Hospital at 591 
Park Avenue. Accompanied by her 
maid, Miss Eagels left her home at 
1,143 Park Avenue just before 3 
P. M. and went to the hospital, 
where she has been receiving regu- 
lar treatments from her. personal 
physician, Dr. Edward Cowles. 


Dr. Cowles had not yet arrived at 


the hospital when she got there, but 
his assistant, Dr. Alfred Pellegrini, 
conducted Miss Eagles.to his exam- 
ination room on the top floor.. She 
had just sat down on a bed to pre- 
pare for the examination when she 
was seized with a convulsion. She 
collapsed and died almost.instantly. 
Dr. Pellegrini notified the Medica: 
Examiner’s office and Dr. Thomas A. 
Gonzales, Assistant Medical Exam- 
iner, hurried to the hospital. He 
ordered an immediate autopsy. Dr. 
Gozales said later the aptopsy 
showed death was caused by §alco- 
holic psychosis. 

Miss Eagels was born in Kansas 
City in 1894. and made her first ap- 
pearance on the stage at the age of 
7 as Puck in ‘“‘A Midsummer Night's 
Dream.’’ She first’ attracted atten- 
tion when she appeared in New York 
in 1911 as Miss Renault in ‘‘Jumpineg 


Jupiter.’’ She played Olga Cook in 
“The Mind-the-Paint Girl,” toured 
with Julian Eltinge in ‘‘The Crino- 
line-Girl,’’ played Kate Merryweather 
in ‘‘The Great Pursuit’’ and toured 
with George Arliss as Lady Clarissa 
in ‘‘Disraeli.’” She also had leading 
réles_ in “The Professor’s Love |’ 
Story,’’ ‘‘Hamilton,”’ ‘‘Daddies,’”’ “A 
Young Man’s Fancy” and “In the 
Night Watch.”’ But her best known 
réle was as Sadie Thompson in 
‘‘Rain,’’ which ran for two years in 
New. York. 

In the Spring of 1928 Miss Eagels 
was suspended by the Actors’ Equity 
Association for failure to appear for 
star réle of ‘‘Her Cardboard Lover” 
Lover’’ at performances in Milwau- 
kee and St. Louis. Her suspension 
ended Sept..1, and she was prepar- 
ing to reappear soon under the man- 
— of Sam H. Harris in a new 


ys three weeks ago she was 
operated on in St. Luke’s Hospital 
for ulcers of the eyes caused by a 
sinus infection. Her condition im- 
proved mtondiiy after the cperation 
and she was able to leave the hospi- 
tal ten days later. 

Miss Eagels was married in 1925 to 
Edward H. (Ted) €oy, former Yale 
football star. She obtained a divorce 
on june 14, 1928, in Chicago on the 
ground of cruelty.

STRESEMANN DEATH; 
WORLDPAYS TRIBUTE 


Sudden End of Foreign Minister 
Welds All Classes in Paean 
of Praise for His Work. 








CALLED WISEST STATESMAN 





Presidents and Crowned Heads 
Send Flood of Messages 
From Every Country.

RLIN, Oct. 3.—Foreign Minister 
Sttesemann’s death early this morn- 
ing was due to a series of apoplectic 
strokes, the first of whith seized 
him shortly before midnight. He 
never rallicd and was unconscious 
when death came at 5:30. 

At his bedside were gathered. his 
widow and two sons, leading officials 
of the Foreign’ Office and a few 
political friends. The outside world 
was wholly unaware that he had 
been ‘stricken during the night. His 
death was’afinounced at 7 A. M. It 
was. not long. however, ‘before the 
news raced through the streets of 
Berlin. 

Dr. .Stresemann was for several 
years an ucute sufferer’ from Base- 
dow’s disease, which was further ag- 
gravated by kidney trouble. Recalej- 
trant to the point of insubordination 
in the face of orders by his physi- 
cians, he steadfastly refused to 
abandon his official duties for a real 
holiday. 

Throughout yesterday he actively 
participated in the interparty nego- 
tiations in the Réichstag, where the 
coalition government parties were 
critically deadlocked on the new bill 
for the regulation of unemployment 
insurance. 

Always in Political Turmoil. 

‘His passing away in an atmosphere 
of partisan strife is strangely symp- 
tomatic of the smoke. of political 
battle which has enveloped him 
without pause since he took over the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs five 
years ago and launched his ambitious 
program for international political 
reconciliation and economic pacifica- 
tion. 

To a few friends he confided. his 
intention to relinquish his political 
post for a long rest this Autumn, but 
not until Germany’s new reparations 
commitments, as laid; down, by, the 
Young plan, had been ratified by the 
RThe. death of the German Foreign

IN DISPOSING OF SHIPS, 
MPCARL REPORT SAYS 


Controller General in Audit’ 
Arraigns Merchant Fleet 
Corporation. 








BIG LOSSES WRITTEN OFF 





Sixty Per Cent of Accounts 
Receivable Listed as 
Uncollectable.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Charging 
that it has sold ships to ‘‘irres 
sible companies” that “evidently 
would not or could not mect their 
obligations under thé contract,”’ J. R. 
McCarl, Controller General-of the 
United States, today submitted to 
Congress a startling report on the 
affairs of the United'States Shipping 
Board Merchant Fleet Corporation, 
based on an audit of the financial af- 
fairs of the corporation by the. Con- 
troller General’s office. 

In some: instances,” the repori 
stated, ships were sold at ‘“‘exteed- 
ingly low: prices’’ to ‘such ‘‘irrespon- 
sible’ companies’’ that losses were 
sustained.by the United States. 

The report declares that one’ suc- 


cessful bidder was given ‘‘materially | 


advantageous terms,” asserts that

notes in.some instances were sold far | 


below their face value, and also that 
securities were sold without competi- 
tive bids. 

The, report. which covers 94 pages, 
was made pursuant to the act of 
March 20, 1922, and it states that the 
officers of the Shipping Board mate- 
rially cooperated in the progress of 
the. audit of the financial transac- 
tions of the fleet corporation. 


Government Inadequately Protected. 


“One of the main difficulties dis- 
closed by the audit,” the report 
says, “is the apparent inadequate 
protection of the interests of the 
government in the financial trans- 
actions of the Fleet Corporation. The 
Fleet Corporation at times apparent- 
ly loses sight of the gteat interest 
the government has therein, which 
may be partly due to the interwoven 
and intricate organizations of the 
Shipping Board and the Fleet Cor- 
poration.”’ . 

Referring to sales of vessels, the 
report says 321 vessels were sold for 

a total of $43,962,308, for which the 
pales cash received to date totals 
$15,413,919, while the construction 
co were $408,062, As. to. two 
of these vessels (tankers) the re- 
port says: i 

“These vessels were’ sold for 
$8,487,500. Upon non-payment four 
were’ repossessed at marshal’s sales, 
which procedure cost the Fleet Cor- 
poration $13;439.70. The other was 
sold in the same manner and bought 
in by another company for cash in 
the amount of $248,823.50.

“T can show you a cell block whibis over 600 men are incar- 
cerated and where the warden in putting in each new man knows 
that he is dooming that man to consumption,” 

“I am not trying to lower your opinion of the wardens of our 
Contrary to that, I tell you that there is not a more 
capable, efficient group of officials in this country. 

“They strive their utmost to do their duty, themselves fettered 
by a political system which prevents them from carrying out even 


“The recent uprisings in your State prisons were absolutely 
justified, You would have done the same thing. In the Federal 
penitentiary at Leavenworth, where a riot took place, there are at 
the present time 3,000 men confined in buildings constructed for 
1,800.’ Not only that, but the officials are obliged to feed those 
8,000 men on an appropriation made for 1,800 men. 
they tried to escape; they were starved. 

“What we need, and must eventually have, is a system by which 
the criminal will be put to work in prison in a gainful occupation.”

MARION SHERIFF HELD 
ON MURDER CHARGE 


Fourteen Aides in. Killing of 
North Carolina Strikers Are 
Atrested on Same Count.

MARION, N. C., Oct. 3.—Sheriff 
Oscar Adkins and. fourteen others, 
including eight of his deputies, were 
held for murder in. $2,000 bail each 
here today as a result of the shoot- 
irig yesterday arising from the strike 
at the mill of the Marion Manufac- 
turing Company, in. which . three 
\strikers were killed, a fourth dying 
today. Many, including twe non- 
union men, were wounded. 

Others held today im connection 
with the shooting -were thirty-two 
strikers accused by the Sheriff of re- 
sisting the officers, conspiracy and 
rebellion. Bail in their cases was 
fixed at $500 each. 

The warrants on which all the de- 
fendants were held were signed by 
Judge W. F. Harding of the North 
Carolina Superior. Court, who, on 
Governor Gardner’s orders, sat as a 


committing ‘magistrate in an inquiry 
oe a this afternoon into the shoot- 


ng. 

The ‘complaint against the Sheriff 
and the others held on the murder 
charge was signed by G. A. Bradley, 
a justice of the peace Seiad strike sym- 
pathizer, who was present at the 
shooting. 

While the accused strikers were re- 
leased ,on their own recognizance, 
bail for the Sheriff and his fourteen 
agg ty me rgmmetin was supplied by R. 

Baldwin, president of the Marion 
Sgautettaring Company. It is un- 
derstood that some twenty additional 
strikers are to.be arrested.

CHIDES PROHIBITION. UNIT 





Philadelphia Ruling Will Be 
Taken Up to Supreme Bench, 
‘ Lowman Says at Capital.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct., 3.—Alfred 
E. Norris.of 55 East Seventy-second 
Street, New Ycrk City, a broker, was 
exonerated by. the United States 
Circuit’ Court of Appeals here t6day 
of complicity in the case of Joel D. 
Kerper, so-called ‘‘society bootleg- 
ger.’’ Reversing the verdict of the 
lower court, which held that‘a pur- 
chaser of liquor could be penalized 
as an abettor of: illegal transporta- 
tion, ‘the Appeals Court ruled that 
the ‘purchaser could not be punished 
under the Federal law even if trans- 
portation. were involved. 

Mr. Norris was found guilty of 
conspiracy to violate the prohibition 
laws before District Judge William 
P. Kirkpatrick and fined’ $200. 
Kerper, who pleaded guilty, was sen- 
tenced to fifteen months in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Atlanta and 
fined $20,000. 

The arrest of the two men followed 
the discovery. by Federal prohibition 
agents here and in New York that 
Kerper was shipping liquor in ca- 
mouflaged packages to the Norris 
apartment in New York. 


‘The reversal of. the lower court’s 
action was concurred in by Circuit 
Judge Victor B. Woolley and Judge 
Ww . 8. Thomson, who is on the 


retired list but is subject to service ; 


as substitute judge.. The dissenting 
opinion, which was not filed, .was 

signed by Judge Joseph Buffington, 
senior member of the Appeals Court. 


Prohibition Bureau Rebuked. 


In the majority opinion, written by 
Judge Thomson, the court held that 
a purchaser of illicit liquor was not 
amenable to the charge of conspiracy 


when a bootlegger délivéred the 
Hquor to him, even with his consent 
and. at his specific request. 

Not only does it reverse Judge 
Kirkpatrick’s ruling, which was con- 
sidered important by virtue of its ex- 
tension of the government’s control 
over the purchasers of bootleg liquor, 
but, it also chides the Prohibition 
Bureau for overzeal in mene ey | 
control over the purchaser, wh 
declares. was not intended in any. of 
the national prohibition statutes. 

On this point the opinion says: 

‘Tt appears that while the legis- 
lative department of the government 
has deliberately ahd intentionally

CANON CITY, Friday, Oct. 4.—At 
2:30 o’clock this morning, Mountain 
Time (4:30 New York Time) Na- 
tional Guard troops, police and 
sheriffs’ deputies were’ still besieg- 
ing the State prison held by 150:cun- 
victs who mutinied yesterday, killed 
three guards outright and hour by 
hour slew’ four, and possibly three 
more, whom ‘they held as hostages. 
Dynamite ‘failing to blast a way to 
a cellhouse held. by the convicts, 
.75-millimeter: Bun had been sent 

tor trom’ Gelden, 190 miles away. 
Warden, Francis E.. Crawford was 
shot: and: badly: wounded inethe fight- 
ing betwen "peslegers and mutinous 
convicts early” today. The .Warden 
was reporte ot throygh the head 
and body and it was. feared the 
wounds might prove fatal. John 
Allen, chief clerk of the penitentiary 
and Detective Sergeant Reth of Colo

Three More Hostages Slain. 
Three more guards held prison 
within the cellhouse were believed tu - 
have. been killed shortly before 1:80 
o'clock this morning. This would in- 
crease to: seven the number of ‘host- : 
ages slaughtéred by ringleaders of 
the revélt: in their effort to force 
prison officials to set them free. ‘Con- 
viction that ‘the guards, Osborne, 
Roache \and Hollinger, had been 
killed grew when, after their’ deaths 
had been : threatened, shots. -were . 
heard within the cellhouse.. John 
Pease, a guard who was sent out by 
the convicts with their final -ulti- 
matum, declared the convicts’ said 
that if this were rejected they would 
immediately kill Roache, Osborne 

and Hollinger. 

The embattled convicts soon after 
12:30 o’clock this morning renewed 
their demand that they be furnished 
automobiles and a clear road to es-. 
cape. The demand was refused 
again. This followed the appearance 
of a party of corvicts who came to 
the cell house for a parley. 

John Pease, one of the guards cap- 
tured by the convicts, came from the 
cell house with a messagé from 
Danny Daniels, leader, of the muti- 
neers. The refusal was shouted back 
to the convicts. 


Priest Dares Bitter Gun Fire, 


An immediate barrage of gunfire 
was opened. Under cover of this 
fire, Father O’Neil, a priest, who al- 
ready had placed a blast which failed 
to explode, again advanced to the 
cellhouse and placed another charge 
of dynamite. A blanket of fire covered 
the doorway of the cellhouse to pre- 
vent the prisoners from firing on 
Father O’Neil. 

From every point of vantage— 
buildings, walls, entrance way and 
windows—guards and militiamen. 
poured.a relentless barrage into the 
cellhouse. : 

Father O’Neil made a hard’ run 
with the heavy. charge of dynamite 
and returned safely to the warden’s 
house just outside the walls. The 
firing then died down preparatory to 
the exploding of the blast. . 

Convict Leader Fires Last Shot. 

All the. windows in the warden’s 
house crashed in and the chandeliers 
fell as the charge of dynamite herald- 
ing the final advance explodec. Hats 
were blown off men outside the walls. 

Danny Daniels, leader of the con- 
victs, was seen at the window of 
the cell house just before the dyna- 
mite was exploded. It, is believed 
that Daniels fired upon the priest. 
So quickly was the charge exploded 
after he was seen that he may have

Having killed three of the hostages 
on refusal of their demands, the 
mutinous convicts delivered an 
earlier ultimatum at 9:25 P. M. that 
if they did not obtain automobiles 
and freedom by 10 o’clock, the re- 
maining guards would be killed at 
once. 

The earlier ultimatums had said if 
the demand was not met the hostages 
would all be killed and the six con- 
vict leaders would commit suicide.

State dinner which the President | 
and Mrs. Hoover are to give that 
evening at the White House in honor 
of the distinguished visitor. 

Premier. MacDonald will be the 
guest of. the George Washington Uni- 
versity at-the university’s Fall con- 
vocation on. Wednesday morning, 
when the university will confer upon 
him the -honorary, degree, of doctor 
of laws. The-ceremonies will take 
place -in Memorial Continental Hall 
at 11 o’clock and will be attended 
by members of the diplomatic corps, 
the Cabinet, the Supreme: Court and 
Congress, and by the trustees and 
faculties of the university. 

It is expected that Mrs. Hoover 
and Miss Ishbel MacDonald will ‘be 
in the week-end party in camp. 
Secretary Stimson, as the chief 
negotiator for the United States in 
the naval disarmament negotiations, 
will probably be included, and it is 
likely that other officials of the 
governments concerned in the inter- 
national business which brings Mr. 
MacDonald to America will be in- 
vited to participate in the camp-fire 
conferences on the Rapidan. 


Will Meet as Friends. 


High administration officials sought 
today to correct. any impressions 
that Prime Minister MacDonald and 
President Hoover at their confer- 
ences would try to negotiate any 
agreements, pointing out that agree- 
ments are not arranged in that way 
but are handled through the regular 
machinery of Foreign Offices. 

They will merely meet, it was em- 
phasized, as two unofficial friends 
trying to get at each other’s difficul- 
ties and problems. 

There was no effort, however, to 
minimize the importance of the ap- 
proaching ‘conversations. Although 
the visit of the Premier is t phictien| 
for an informal exchange of opinion, 
it was pointed out that the welfare 
of approximately 640,000,000 people 
may be involved in the discussions. 

The conversations are unparalleled 
in the number of human beings 
whose well-being may be affected. 
In the United States and the Philip- 
pines, over which the President has 
jurisdiction, are close to 140,000,000 
inhabitants, while it is estimated 
that the population of the British 
Empire; including its mandated ter- 
ritories, is close to 500,000,000. 

When the personalities of the two 
executives are considered the signifi- 
cance of the meeting becomes even’ 
more striking. - 

Both the Prime Minister and the 
President haye had wide and varied 
experience, aid each is replete with 
ideas for the betterment of world 
conditions, They differ in traditions, 
outlook. and experience, but have 
much in common. Both are of hum- 
ble origin, but Mr. MacDonald. is 
leader of the Labor party in Britain 
and Mr. Hoover during much of his 
mature life has heen associated with 
capitalistic endeavor. 

he Prime Minister, however, re- 
ceived a liberal education and, al- 
though his sympathies. have always 
been with the working classes, his 
tastes are intellectual and he has ob- 
served social conditions extensively 
throughout the: world. Mr. Hoover 
is a man of liberal and technics] ed- 
ucation, .who. similarly has traveled 
widely and is familiar with practical 
conditions of life in nearly every 
country of the world.

- to Be Held in $8,000,000 
Edifice in: Fifth AV. 








MANY VAINLY SEEK SEATS 





Exterior ts Austerely Proportioned 
and Spacious Auditorium 
Rich in Color. 





The new Temple Emanu-El, facing 
Central Park: at Fifth Avenue and 
Sixty-fifth Street, will be formally 
opened by Rabbi Nathan Krass this 
evening at sundown with the New 
Year’s Eve services of the Jewish 
religious calendar. All day yesterday 
the officers of the temple were kept 
busy explaining to applicants for 
—— that no more seats were avail- 
able. 

This new sanctuary for the old con- 
gregations of Emanu-E! and Beth-El, 
which combined two years ago, has 
attracted attention because it was 
constructed under the direction of 
their building committee, officers 
and trustees to be ‘‘a distinctive and 
appropriate piece of religious sym-| 
bolism, quite aside from its artistic 
qualities.’’ 

In carrying out this commission 
the architects, Kohn, Butler & Stein, 
explained through Mr. Butler that 
they had adapted its historic style 
“only as an architectural alphabet’”’ 
with which to phrase the aspiration 
of a present-day congregation in 
America, spending $8,000,000 for a 
house of worship which should be 
not only beautiful but Jewish. 


Exterior Austerely Proportioned. 


The new Temple Emanu-El is on 
the corner and the new Beth-El 
Chapel alongside is set back about 
twenty feet from the Fifth Avenue 
building line in order to admit a 
small grass plot. This disengage- 
ment of the facade of the temple re- 
veals from a distance the geometri- 
cal austerity of its main proportions. 

The exterior walls of the temple, 
the chapel and the community house 
on East Sixty-fifth Street are of 
variegated limestone, selected for 
warmth of tone and tooled in such 
@ manner as to accentuate the 
variety of color in the stone. 

The proportions and the stone com- 
bine in an imposing but warmly-col- 
ored exterior. 

Attention is gathered to the facade 
of the temple by a great recessed 
arch enclosing a rose window. On 
the underside of the arch the sym- 
bols of the twelve tribes of Israel 
carved in the stone lead down to the 
bronze entrance doors on Fifth Ave- 
nue, rich in detail. 


Auditorium Richly Colored. 


Inside in the vestibule, standing 
lamps of wrought iron throw the 
the light upward to a walnut ceiling. 
The beams are exposed and resting 
on brackets, and the side faces of 
eacli beam and the carving of the 
brackets have been picked out with

silver and gold leaf. 

The main body of the temple audi- 
torium is 77 feet wide, 103 feet high 
and 150 feet long, and it gives a spe- | 
cial impression of being enormous. | 
The effect of the proportions is ac- | 
centuated by color effects. The side ; 
galleries are held up by columns of | 
red, green and yellow marble in pairs 
and then the walls ascend from buff 
to brown. in tones that darken as 
they go up. On the ceiling, color 
reappears in rich reds, blues, yel- 
lows and-greens. 

“'The richness of color in the ceil- 
ing,’ Mr. Butler explained, ‘‘is 

lanned to contrast with the russet 

rown tone of the walls and heighten 
the impression of mystery produced 
by the darker treatment of the upper 
portion of the building.” 

The impression of height is also 
assisted by running narrow parallel 
strips of gold about four feet apart 
up the wall to the ceiling. 


Seats for 2,600 Worshipers. 


Further, the architect explained 
that the walls were faced with acous- | 
tic tile and the ceiling backed with 
felt so there may be no reverbera- 
tion in the great open space. The 
result is that sounds go away as if| 
to infinite distance from which no 
echo returns. 

In this auditorium there are no ob- 


structions to view and every oné of 

‘the 2,600 worshipers is in full sight 
of the twe pulpits of Siena marble 
and of the ark. 

Mr. Butler explained that the main 
deccrative treatment of the interior 
had been focussed by the architects 
on the ark itself. 

‘‘The columns of the ark,’’ he said, 
“are of French Benou Jaune marble, 
which varies from deep purple to 
orange, while the frame of the open- 
ing is of Siena marble with mosaic 
inserts. The ark doors are of 
bronze, pierced. to. afford a glimpse 
of the velvet coverings of the Scrolls 
of the Law, while the columns are 
enriched with bronze bands and 
crowned with small bronze _ taber- 
nacles designed to harmonize with 
the bronze lamp for the perpetual 
light suspended from the top of the 


ark.’ 

basement beneath the 
temple, there is a banquet hall, 
where 650 persons may be seated at 
small stables or 1,000 at other func- 


tions.

HOOVER GREETS JEWS 
ON EVE OF NEW YEAR 


Roosevelt and Walker Also Send 
Messages Praising Service 
and Idealism. 





Messages of greeting to the Jews, 
who will begin this evening the ob- 
servance of Rosh ha-Shanah, the 
Jewish New Year, were issued yes- 
terday by President Hoover, Gover- 
nor Roosevelt and Mayor Walker. 

The President’s message, made 
public through the Jewish Telegraph 
Agency, called the holiday an occa- 
sion ‘‘upon which all citizens of our 
country may well recall with ad- 


miration and gratitude the whole- 
hearted loyalty and high-minded 
ideals of the Jewish element of our 
population.’’ 

Governor Roosevelt commented on 
the ancient religious significance ¢f 
Rosh ha-Shanah and said: 

“As year after. year goes by the 
contribution of your peoples to sci- 
ence, art, industry and public ser- 
vice hecomes more and more dis- 
tinguished.’’ 

Mayor Walker. paid-a.tribute to.the 
citizenship of the Jews in New York 
and added: 

‘‘Persecutiors have never thwarted 
the indomitable spirit of the Jew, 
but have inereased his idealism and 
his adherence to . The massacre 
in Palestine will not dim the hopes 
and aspirations of the Jewish peo- 
ple. May the New’ Year see the fur- 
ther progress in the rehabilitation 
of Palestine and the elimination’ cf 
racial and religious strife in all other 
parts of the world.’’

HIP-SLAPPING AT PIERS 
FOR FLASKS IS. STOPPED 


Assistant Secretary Lowman Halts 
Dry Practice as ‘Undig- 
nified.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The prac- 
tice of promiscuous gangplank ‘‘hip- 
slapping’’ of persons returning to or

Held Broad-Minded Views. 


Dr. Stresemann never posed as 2@ 
man who had hewn out for himself 
a set of hide-bound principles, from 
which he would mever budge.

did. A great admirer of the French- 
man, Aristide Briand,‘ whom he re- 
garded as Europe’s finest statesman, 
Dr. Stresemann may have borrowed 
some of his political methods from 
the supple Gaul. “eae! 

It will be recalled that during the 
war Dr. Stresemann was just as 
much of a Junker as the Kaiser 
could have wished. None of the 
Junkers’ most ambitious plans was 
too strong for him. But when the 
war was over Dr. Stresemann was 
one of the first to see that a new 
day had dawned. 

Taking his place as a moderately 
enthusiastic Democrat, he adopted a 
policy that, although he abhorred 
many parts of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles as much as any German 
could, yet, nevertheless, it was good 
business for Germany to try to carry 
out the treaty. He preached that 
time would show what was impos- 
sible in the terms imposed on Ger- 
many. He told his countrymen that 
Germany, even if she wished to, 
could not regain her place in the sun 
'‘by arms, since she did not have 
them, and that in principle and in 
policy—with emphasis on the policy— 
Germany’s chance lay in a peaceful 
and prosperous Europe. And he set 
out to do his bit toward that end. 

Friendly Toward France. 

It was always his firm belief that 
Germany and France should get 
closer together. He never carried 
this far enough to antagonize the 
| British, but he worked through his 
whole post-war career, toward the re- 
moying of the causes of friction be- 
, tween the two countries. 
| Whoever deserves credit for first

HINDENBURG TAKES HELM. 


Acts Promptly to Avoid Crisis Due 
to Death of Stresemann. 


BERLIN, Oct. 3 (4).—Possibility of 
a crisis within the German Govern- 
ment resulting from the death of 
Foreign Minister Stresemann has 
been set aside by prompt action of 
President von Hindenburg and by the 
maintenance of the former ‘‘Weimar”’ 
coalition, which controls a majority 
vote in the Reichstag—enough to 
adopt the Young plan. 

On news of Dr. Stresemann’'s 
death, President von Hindenburg de- 
cided to take the -helm and active 
leadership in the nation to avoid a 
crisis. The President announced 
that he would preside ‘personally at 
a special Cabinet meeting called for 
Friday to deal with the emergency. 

President von Hindenburg tele- 
graphed from Schorfheide Lodge to 
Frau Stresemann expressing grief at 
the death of her husband. 

“IT am deeply moved and send you 
this expression of deepest aymayethy 
at your husband’s death,’’ his mes- 
sage said. ‘‘He worked very faith- 
fully for the Fatherland to his last 
breath.”’

The Reichstag held a brief memo- 
rial service this morning and. then 
adjourned indefinitely, while the 
Cabinet devoted most of its discus- 
sions today to contemplation of the 
situation, both respites bearing on 
the present coalition government 
and questions of successorship. Un- 
der-Secretary von Schubert, who was 
long an intimate co-worker of Dr. 
Stresemann’s and was in complete 
accord with the latter’s policies, will 
direct the Foreign Office until the 
vacancy is filled. . : 

In keeping with Frau Stresemann’s 
consent, the Cabinet decided tonight 
to stage a State funeral for the de- 
ceased Foreign Minister, which will 
take place at 11 o’clock Sunday 
morning. 

Saturday, night the coffin will be 
carried to the Reichstag Building and 
placed on a bier. The Plenary Ses- 
sion Hall will be draped black and 
richly decorated with flowers. Chan- 
cellor Mueller will deliver the funeral 
oration. 

The coffin wilk then be taken in 
front of the Reichstag Building, 
where the throngs will file-. past. 
From there ‘the procession will march 
toward the Luisenstadtische. Cem- 
etery, in the northern part of Berlin, 
in accordance with Dr. Stresemann’s 
wishes, who expressed a desire to be 
buried there in the last will which he 
drew up during his first serious at- 
tacks last year. Here, also, a num- 
ber of Dr. Stresemann’s favorite 
songs will be sung. The procession 
will disperse in front of the gates of 
the cemetery and the actual funeral 
services will be attended by relatives 
and a few of his most intimate 
friends only. Whether the funeral 
ceremonies will include a military 
parade, as was the case when Rathe- 
nau was busied, will be decided by 
President yon Hindenburg, who will

the Reich for five ‘years, and who, 
during that brief period, brought an 
ostracized Fatherland back into in- 
ternational society upon equal terms 
with other nations.

Stresemann has worn the stamp of 
death upon his brow. 

But although only yesterday he was 
the object of party turmoil, and even 
hate, now that he has gone, this 
prophet who often proved the truth 
of the maxim that such as he are 
often without honor in their own 
land has finally come into his own.

STRESEMANN DEATH 


IS SHOCK TO FRANCE 


It Considers His Passing as 
One of Greatest Calamities 
That Could Befall Europe. 


PRESS UNITED IN PRAISE 


Urges Reich to Follow His Policies

PARIS, Oct. 3.—Dr. Gustav Strese- 
mann’s death is regarded in France 
as one of the greatest calamities 
which could have happened to Europe 
at this time.

Matin, about the general situation 
and aware how precautions were be- 
ing taken for the German Foreign 
Minister’s health, said: ‘‘Everything 
is moving along the right road.

MOURNED AT GENEVA 


League Circles Deeply Regret 
Passing—Secretariat Sends 
Condolences to Reich.

GENEVA, Oct. 3.—The death of Dr. 
Stresemann has greatly shocked 
League circles, which had ample oc- 
easion to admire the courageous way 
he carried on, despite his all too evi- 
dent illness. 

The loss to the League occasioned 
by the death of the German leader is 
deeply felt, for he had much to do 
with the Locarno compact, and his 
statesmanlike utterances at the re- 
cent Assembly on the United States 
of Europe and the need of youth to 
learn that it is more heroic to fight 
for mankind against the forces of 


nature than against their neighbor- 
ing countries greatly impressed every 
one. 

Dr. Stresemann is remembered here 
not only as the man who did so much 
to bring Germany into the League, 
but as one of the League’s strongest 
pillars and one of the most demo- 
cratic members of the Council. 

Frequently the writer, after a 
speech by Dr. Stresemann in the 
Council or Assembly, has heard it 
said, ‘“There speaks the good old lib- 
eralism of the Germany of 1848,’’ and 
“He is the man needed to bring Eu- 
rope out of the post-war morass.”’ 

How Germany can fill the vacancy 
at the Council table which Dr. Strese- 
mann leaves none here is as yet pre- 
pared to answer.

The following letter from Lord 
Stamfordham, the King’s private 
secretary, was sent to Herr Sthamer, 
the German Ambassador here: 

‘“‘The King desires me to express 
his sympathy. with your Excellency 
in the great loss sustained by the 
death of Dr. Stresemann, which his 
Majesty regards as a loss not only 
to Germany but to the whole of 
Europe. The King remembers with 
pleasure meeting Dr. Stresemann 
when he was last in London and has 
received the sad news with feelings 
of sincere regret, which he knows 
will be shared by the people of this 
country.’

“Three months ago I hoped we 
would be able to avoid an increase 
in the bank rate because I knew of 
its bad psychological results, no mat- 
ter: what its effect might be on busi- 
ness, But matters have not improved 
in those three months.

With the de- 
mands from Germany and the United 
States there has been a raid on the 
financial resources of this country 
which the increased bank rate is now 
intended to check and yesterday 
there was a marked improvement in 
the exchange in our favor. 


Object of a Rate Increase. 


“The object of the increased rate 
is to draw money back to England. 
It is more difficult to forecast the ac- 
tual results of a rate increase. They 
are seldom as favorable or as disas- 
trous as predicted. I will not dog- 
matize on that. But we know that 
all during the last week our exchange 
improved with respect to America 
and all European countries except 
France. The increase in the bank 
rate is not likely to have any effect 
whatever on long term municipal 
loans. 

“‘As to the possible effect on trade 
and employment, do not let us as- 
sume too much in advance one way 
or the other. Let us state facts, 
whether they harmonize with our 
theories or not. We must not attrib 
ute an effect wholly to one cause 
when we know there is a complicated 
interplay of various causes involved. 

‘‘When the bank rate was increased 
last February from 4% to 5% per 
cent, there were dire predictions of 
the most terrible effects on British 
industry and labor. But, while three 
days before the February increase 
there were 1,369,000 unemployed men 
and women in England, there were 
only 1,178,000 unemployed two months 
later. As to the volume of employ- 
ment, the index figures at the pres- 
ent time are as 107 against 100 in 
1924. In the same period our annual 
exports have increased from £55,000,- 
000 (about $275,000,000) to £63,000,000 
(about $315,000,000). 

‘Please do not think I am citing

Promises Full Inquiry. 

“But we cannot wait for that with- 
out doing something for ourselves 
in the meantime. We must. know 
more about the relations of industry 
to finance. Full inquiry on every 
phase of the question is required, 
and already I am setting up a com- 
mittee to make such an inquiry in 
behalf of the government. It will 
have the widest scope to investigate 
all our financial policies and their ef- 
fect on the country’s welfare. 

“But I want it clearly understood 
that the appointment of such a com- 
mittee is no reflection whatever on 
British banking, which is pre-eminent 
for its probity and integrity. Britisn 
credit is the best in the world. The 
British market is the safest in the 
world for those who are satisfied 
with reasonable investments and not 
lured into wild speculations.”’ 

Mr. Snowden, no. doubt, had in 
mind the recent Hatry scandal, when 
he referred to wild speculations, and 
in that’ connection he assured the

Sir Herbert Samuel Leads the 
Attack on Domestic Policy 
at Party Conference. 





SPEAKERS ARE DEFIANT 





Emphasize They Hold the Balance 
of Power—Government Is Called 
“Subsidiary Tourist Agency.”

LONDON, Oct. 3.—Sharp attacks 
on the Labor Government’s unem- 
ployment policy were voiced today at 
the opening of the annual confer- 
ence of the National Liberal Federa- 
tion at Nottingham. Like the Labor 
conference at Brighton, this gather- 
ing is expected to give indications of 
the party’s policy during the coming 
session of Parliament, wherein the 
Liberals hold the balance of power. 

On questions of foreign policy such 
as recognition of Russia and agree- 
ment with Egypt today’s speakers 
remained discreetly silent, waiting 
for their leader, David Lloyd George, 
to discuss them tomorrow. This 
much is clear, however, from today’s 
debate—that the handful of fifty- 
eight Liberals in Parliament will not 
be gentle with Labor if Labor’s 
domestic policy fails to satisfy them. 
Sir Herbert Samuel and other speak- 
ers breathed defiance at the Mac- 
Donald Government and emphasized 
that the Liberals held its fate in the 
hollow of their hands. 

*“‘The Labor Government will in the 
end be judged by results,’’ warned 


Sir Herbert. He accused J. H. 
Thomas, Lord Privy Seal, of lack of 
preparation in dealing with unem- 
ployment and charged him with giv- 





manship of the Liberal party in order 
to devote” himself. entir to his 
duties as a Member of rliament. 
He became chairman in 1927 soon 
after his return from the High Com- 
missionership in Palestine and 
Piloted the Liberals roy “7 dis- 
astrous election campaign t May. 

Sir Charles Hobhouse, chairman of 
the conference, declared at the con- 
ference that the Liberal ge was 
very much alive and would emerge 
triumphant from its present difficult 
situation. 

‘“‘What has the Labor Government 
done to deserve the extravagant eulo- 
gies that have been tricked out to 
it?” he demanded.. The government, 
he asserted, was merely a ‘‘subsidi- 
ary Cook’s tourist agency,’’ which 
sent its Ministers to The Hi e, Ge- 
neva and Washington instead of con- 
centrating on Britain. 

A resolution was passed demand- 
ing speedy electoral ~eform by means 
of propectione) representation. 

“It will be our duty to press for 
electoral reform,’’ said Sir Donald 
MacLean, ‘‘but I have no hope of a 
measure of justice being passed in 
the present Parliament unless the 
party shows’ determination and 
makes itself disagreeable.’’ 

On this note of defiance the day’s 
session ended and the delegates will 
reassemble for Mr. Lloyd George’s 
speech tomorrow.

Twenty-third Salon Opens in 
Paris With Almost 500 
Styles on Exhibition. 








OUR COMPETITION USEFUL 





Improvements and Increased Sales 
Follow in Its Wake, With Ne 
Rise in the Prices.

PARIS, Oct. 3.—Almost 500 differ- 
ent makes of automobil«; and vari- 
ants thereof have been gathered to- 
gether in the twenty-third French au- 
tomobile show, which was opened to 
the public this morning. 

France has as yet only one automo- 
bile for each thirty-six inhabitants, 
against America’s one in five, but 
she is second in production, last 
year’s output. nearing 250,000, and 
third in number of automobiles in 
circulation. Her export trade, too, 
has begun to bulk among the biggest 
in the country, more than 50,000 au- 
tomobiles being exported last year, 
against an importation of 13,000. 

These figures deny in some measure 
the complaint which manufacturers 
are always raising that the home 
market is being threatened by Amer- 
fean cars. What has happened. is 
that the importation of American 
= niphaat’ and their manufacture here 
as quickened the development of the 
French car, impvoved its appearance, 
stimulated sales activity and cheap- 
ened the price to the public. This 
ear’s salon shows all these good ef- 
ects of foreign competition. 

Spurred On by Americans. 

Spurred on by the excellent exhibits 
of General Motors and the challenge 
of Henry Ford, French manufactur- 
ers began pushing the development 
of the six-cylinder car two years ago. 
This year they have launched a 
straight eight cylinder, and as the re- 
sult of many score devices, either 
adapted frum American models or of 
home production, greater comfort 
and smoother road work are promised 
for French cars of all sizes this year 
than ever before. 

As in former years, Paris is more 
than holding her own for coach work. 
Fabric bodies have almost disap- 
eared, and variety and taste in both 
fine and color and the multitude of 
conveniences of the new French cars 
should have just that same effect in 
stimulating other countries as the 
improvement of motors and all me- 
chanical parts by American engi- 
neers has had within France. . 

The motor show itself is a thing 
to. see with amazement. The im- 
mense Grand Palais in the Champs 
Elysée has been decorated as never 
before, with immense lampshades in 
the new art style hanging from the 
high roof, and color schemes which 
would be more fitting for an art than 
for a commercial exhibition. 

In general, of course, these 1930 
models differ but little from their 
predecessors, for the automobile has 
now become nearly stabilized. Lines. 
however, are a little lower, chromium 
plating is more general and radiator 
shutters have been adopted from 
American models. 


Important Progress. 

In several details of great im- 
portance to the trade, however, the 
French have shown progress. In 
more than one model the new nitride 
process for hardening steel has been 
adopted so that nitride steel con-

Francis HumphreysNamed IraqCommissioner ; 
Hero of Kabul Evacuation Faces Delicate Task 





LONDON, Oct. 3.—One of Great 
Britain’s proved ‘‘strong men’’ is 
successor to the late Sir Gilbert Clay- 
‘ton as High Commissioner of Iraq.

Aug. 1, 1928, 6,000 rats were exam- 
ined by Argentine authorities, of 
which 1 per cent were plague in- 
fected. 

“Our experience in the United 
States,’’ Dr. Lloyd explained, has 
been that once the rats of a large city 
are infected with plague the disease 
is apt to linger among them for 
months, even years.”’

WORLD FELLOWSHIP URGED 





Present ‘Sub-Christian’ Order Must 
Give Way to Supernational 
Church, Dr. Coffin Says.

EDINBURGH, Oct. 3.—Hopes of 
some approach toward still more 
complete church unity were strongly 
expressed at the concluding. sessions 
of the General Assembly of the new 
reunited Church of Scotland today. 

Limitations and obstacles to closer 
relations between churches differing 
in doctrine and order were empha- 
sized by Professor W. B. Paterson of 
the University of Edinburgh, but he 
spoke with gratitude of the improved 
relations between the Church of 
Scotland and the Church of England. 
The same aspect of the question was 
surveyed by the former Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Lord Davidson of 
Lambeth, in an address on Christian 
unity. 

If Christian unity is possible, then 
surely it is obligatory upon Chris- 
tians,’’ said the Archbishop, who 
added that the ordinary secular 
world was fast becoming unified and 
asked, ‘‘What does the League of 
Nations stand for but to create, with- 
out marring national patriotism, one 
Christian body politic and sterilize 
the war bacillus?’’ 

The exception, the Archbishop ex- 
plained, was Rome. 

“The members of the Roman 
Church,”’ he said, ‘‘would not even 
|join other Christians in prayers.’’ 
| The Rev. Henry Sloane Coffin, 
| president of the Union Theological 
Seminary of New York, told the au- 
dience of 6,000 that the Church was 
confronted today by the disappear- 
ance of Christendom from the world 
and its replacement by a_ secular 
civilization whose sole reliance is in 
man. 

“The entire globe is being em- 
braced in a commercial order de- 
termined by physical science and ob- 
scuring for many the idea of a liv- 
ing God, while psychologists are 
putting forward insight into human 
behavior as the basis of a code of 
conduct instead of the principles 
derived from religion,’’ he said. 

“What manner of church is it that 











can appeal to souls living in this age? 
It_is only a worshipping, teaching, 
practicing, creative church whose 
members are prepared to mark them- 
selves off from ail outsiders by a dif- 
ferent manner of life affecting all 
their financial, domestic, civic and 
social relations, forcing them into 
constant protest against the present 
sub-Christian order and making them 
ready to dare all for Christ’s sake. 

“Tf Christendom is to be reborn 
the Church must be supernational. 
What formal world-wide organiza- 
tion it may require I cannot forecast, 
but certain it is that the Christen- 
dom which once was has gone,. for 
worse or for better. A new Christen- 
dom can only be supplied by an 
earth-wide fellowship exemplifying 
the unity of mankind in Christ and 
riper all the people of the world 
n one.’’

PARIS,, Oct. 3.—The prolonged 
lack of news from the French 
aviators, Dieudonné Coste and Mau- 
rice Bellonte, who left Paris a week 
ago tomorrow in an attempt to 
break the non-stop distance record 
in a flight over Siberia, is beginning 
to give rise to serious anxiety. 

The conflicting messages which 
have been received from Russia con- 
cérning the points where their ses- 
quiplane, the Interrogation Point, is 
supposed to have been seen give only 
the vaguest notion of their possible 
landing place. At first it was 
thought only natural that there 
should be no news at once, as they 
might have come down some dis- 
tance from a town, even if they car- 
ried out their intention of keeping 
ay to the Transsiberian Railway 
ine. 

But as the days pass with no fur- 
ther news, fear is growing that the 
Moscow message which indicated the 
airmen turned north over a vast, un- 
inhabited region might be true and 
that therefore Captain Coste and 
Bellonte may now be wandering, 
hopelessly lost or even facing starva- 
tion, in an immense, deserted terri- 
tory.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The Root | 


formula in the revised statutes of the 
World Court which look toward 
American adherence to that tribunal 
was endorsed tonight by Senator 
Claude A. Swanson of Virginia, rank- 
ing Democratic member of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
speaking over the Columbia Broad- 
casting Company chain from Station 
WMAL as one of a series of addresses 
in a national radio forum sponsored 
by the Washington Evening Star. 

Senator Swanson was author of the 
resolution adopted by the Senate in 
1926 containing reservations as a 
condition to American adherence to 
the court, including the famous 
Reservation Five, which specified 
that the consent of the United States 
would: be necessary for the court to 
render ‘‘an advisory opinion touching 
any dispute or question in which the 
United States has or claims an inter- 
est.”” 

Since then the Root formula has 
been written, and the question of 
American adherence to the court will 


soon be ready again for presentation 
to ig Senate in the light of the new 
rules. 


Believes Country Should Join. 


“T can see no danger,” he added, 
‘“‘that can come to the United States 
by adhering to the court under the 


Root formula. I believe the United 
States should join the Werld Court. 
as it is the only organized court for 
the settlement of international dif- 
ferences. 

“Without such a court the Kellogg 
peace pact will become a failure and 
practically all disarrnament and peace 
conferences futile.’’ 

Senator Swanson said that the 
fifth reservation’s terms were amply 
met in the Root formula. 

“The court can render no advisory 


opinion without the consent of the 

nited States and require the United 
States. to.continue a member of 
court,’’ the Senator said. ‘‘Under 
the Root formula, the United States 
is given the option of making Res- 
ervation Five of the Senate resolu- 
tion operative or else promptly with- 
drawing its adherence to the court. 
The United States will have the full

States can immediately .withdraw.”’ 


Says Positions Are Equalized. 

The United States stand on ad- 
visory opinions was held justified by 
Senator Swanson in that this coun- 
try needed to be placed on an equal- 
ity with members of the League of 
Nations. 
| The court has not passed upon the 
| question whether the request for an 
jadvisory opinion must be by a ma- 
| jority or a unanimous vote of the 
, Council or Assembly, Senator Swan- 
|son pointed out, but added: 

“Tf the court should decide it re- 
quires a unanimous vote, the veto 
of the United States would be effec- 
tive, since the Root formula provides: 

‘**There shall be attributed to an 
objection of the United States the 
same force and effect as atiaches to 
a vote against asking for the opinion 
given by a member of the League of 
Nations in the Council or in the 
Assembly.’ 

“Thus, the Root formula gives the 
United States equality in this respect 
to that possessed by members of the 
League, whether the court decides 
it requires a majority or a unani- 
mous vote of the Council or Assem- 
bly. But Reservation Five was in- 
tended to protect the United States, 
even if the court should decide that 
a majority of the Council or As- 
sembly could request an advisory 
opinion.”’

“There is no question,’’ he said, 
“about your Honor’s power to order 
the District Attorney to provide the 
information we ask. The indictment 
makes a naked allegation, and the 
defendant is in no position to meet 
the allegations without knowing the 
contention of the people in this 
alleged crime. 

“The entire civilized world knows 
that it is the claim of the prosecu- 
tion that four men committed the 
crime. But it is not said that Mc- 
Manus fired the shot. He is entitled 
as a matter of right to this bill of 
particulars.”’ 

He spoke of his ninth request—did 
Rothstein, in reply to a question, tell 
a detective that McManus had not 
shot him?—and said that while other 
witnesses might talk to the defense, 
policemen would not. He said the 
only way he could get this informa- 
tion was by an order of the court, 
adding that it was ‘‘onlv proper, 
decent and reasonable that the de- 
fendant know the facts.’’ 


Pecora Sees New Procedure. 


Mr. Pecora said the State would 
grant three of the defense requests: 





for information on the kind of cloth- 
ing worn by- Rothstein when he was 
shot, for information on the nature 
of ‘his wound, and for tests of the 
revolver used in the crime. He 
added that he would oppose making 
known the other items in the bill of 
particulars. 

“To grant these demands,’’ he 
argued, ‘‘would mean the writing of 
new provisions into the code of 


criminal procedure. It would virtu- 
ally give the defendants the right to 
examine the State’s witnesses in ad- 
vance of trial, and by no stretch of 
the imagination should the defense 
be allowed to do this. These other 
items are not essential to the de- 
fendant for him to know the nature 
of the charges against him.”’ 

Mr. Murray had asked the District 
Attorney to give the location of the 
shooting, complaining that the in- 
dictment merely said within the 
county. Mr. Pecora said that the in- 
dictment conformed to standard, and 
closed with an earnest plea to the 
judge to refuse the information. 

The lawyer for the defense jumped

BULK OF DIVORCES 
LAID TO CITY’S DIN 


Nerve Specialist Attributes Mach 
Insanity Alse to Continuous 
Noise. 





Domestie difficulties and divorce in 
the great majority of cases are trace- 


pal able to irritabilities resulting from 


exposure to the incessant rumble of 
traffic, the clatter of garbage cans, 
riveting, screeching brakes and other 
familiar noises in the city, Dr. Paul 
V. Winslow, otologist and nerve spe- 
cialist, told the New York Exchange 
Club yesterday. 

Addressing a luncheon gathering of 
the club in the Hotel McAlpin, Dr. 
Winslow explained the physical dif- 
ference between noise and music and 
the auditory system by which 
sound is tratismitted through the ear 
to the brain for interpretation. The 
noise to which city dwellers are sub- 
jected, he said, comes to the ear in 
double vibrations of 16,000 to 32,000 
a second. Shocks to the body through 
noise are constantly damaging and 
undermining the nervous system, he 
declared. 

‘‘We are exposed to all this noise 
and constant irritation,” he _ said, 
‘“‘and if something is not done about 
it, the few sane persons that are left 
will have to remain in hospitals with 
the doors shut. Noise has a lot to do 
with domestic situations and in a 
great majority of divorce cases you 
won’t find anything very seriously 
wrong except irritability due to 
noise.”’ 

Dr. Winslow asserted that the in- 
cessant gunfire in the war had 
caused shocks to the nervous systems 
of combatants and hysteria amon 
others in contact with the war Whic 
it would require generations to over- 
come. 

Among various forms of insanities 
he attributed to noise were ‘‘demen- 
tia praecox, delusions, anxiety psy- 
chosis, functional conditions of the 


body and_ old-fashioned nervous 
breakdown.’’ He thought the cam- 
paign in this city against noise 


should have been started fifteen 
years ago. Strict police and health 
regulations, he said, would materi- 
a reduce the city’s din.

Following his attacks on the Walk- 
er Administration for favoritism in 
the assessment of real property for 
taxation purposes, Fiorello H. La 
Guardia, Republican nominee for 
Mayor, yesterday told taxpayers in 
Queens that if elected he would rec- 
ommend the abolition of the tax on 
personal property.

‘‘How much of a joke this tax is, 
can be seen, first of all from the 
fact that the tentative assessments 
of nearly one and a quarter billion 
dollars will, by March 1, have been 
written off to the extent of 73 per 
cent, if the experience of recent 
years is a guide,"’ he said. Further- 
more, even on this greatly reduced 
ons the a aaa will be 
ess one-quarter of the tax 
levied. More than 75 per cent will be 
—- off. : 

“The total amount collected in 
1928 was $1,986,916. In 1923, it was 
$2,492,158. Surely no one will claim 
that there was less personal property 
in this city in 1928 than there was in 
19238.

Republican program, but in order to 
try to build up sentiment for the 
completed bill, the Old Guard will 
also make overtures to certain Demo- 
crats and insurgents who opposed 
Mr. Hoover yesterday. There will 
be promises and assurances of tariff 
rates on imported articles coming 
into competition with the products 
of these Senators’ respective States. 

That Democrats clearly realize 
such an attempt will be made was 
shown in a statement tonight from 
Jouett Shouse, chairman of the 
Democratic National Executive Com- 
mittee. He asserted that, notwith- 
standing efforts in this direction, 
‘“‘we confidently expect the ranks of 
those who oppose the flexible tariff 
to remain unbroken and to refuse to 
yield to the administration.”

“TI have endorsed Mr. La Guardia 
and am sorry that Mr. McCooey, the 
Brooklyn Democratic leader, turned 
down Justice Stephen Callaghan for 
re-election to the Supreme Court,”’ 
Colonel Roosevelt said. ‘‘I consider 
that action is an offense against 2 
clean bench and against justice, and 
I hope that every decent citizen will 
support Justice Callaghan, and I 
think they will.’’ 

Colonel Roosevelt added that he 
was going te Perto Rico ‘‘full of en- 
thusiasm’’ and recalled that his fa- 
ther was the only President of the 
United States to visit the island.

WALKER ENDORSED - 
BY LABOR COUNCIL 


Resolution, Including Also Berry 
and McKee, Received With- 
out Opposition. 








BOROUGH SLATES ACTED ON 





Harvey’s Fairness Is Approved, but 
Support Is Voted to His 
Opponent, Cox. 





The Central Trades and Labor 
Council endorsed last night a recom- 
mendation of the executive commit- 
tee favoring the re-election of Mayor 
James J. Walker, Controller Berry 
and Aldermanic President McKee at 
a. meeting at Beethoven Hall, 215 
Fifth Street. The resolution of the 
executive committee was received 


without opposition. 

Later, reports of the non-partisan 
committee by boroughs were also 
adopted. These, with only few excep- 
tions, gave approval to the entire 
Democratic ticket. In Queens, while 
Borough President George U. Har- 
vey’s record of fairness to labor was 
approved, the committee reported 
that the longer record of favorable 
action toward organized labor of his 
Democratic opponent decided them 
in favor of Edward Cox. 

This committee recommended the 
election of Dana Wallace, the Re- 
publican candidate for’-District At- 
torney. All others were Democrats. 
A special recommendation was made 
that efforts be made to defeat R. J. 
Hunt, Republican candidate in the 
Fourth Assembly District, Queens, 
because of his unfavorable votes on 
measures sponsored by labor in th 
Assembly. : 

In Kings County the non-partisan 
committee, endorsed by the entire 
Democratic ticket with a special rec- 
ommendation that the delegates work 
for the defeat of Richard K. Story 
Jr., who is a candidate for Municipal 
Court Justice. Opposition to r. 
Story is based on his record while 
serving as Assemblyman. 

In Manhattan the only Republican 
to receive the indorsement of the 
non partisan committee was Louis J. 


Lefkowitz, who is candidate for = 


Asse rom the- Sixth -District. 
Mr. Lefkowitz,was cited.as a friend 
of Union Labor, ‘who, while in the 
Assewb}y hag Boegented ills fayor- 
able to'the A; F. of L. ' 

In two other instances in Manhat- 
tan the committee straddled by en- 
dorsing both candidates, although 
Republican candidates were union 
délegates. In the Eighth Assembly 
District H. L. Kahen, the Democratic 
candidate was endorsed, as well as 
S. Beardsely, the Republican candi- 
cate, who is also a union delegate. 

It was explained that Mr. Kahan’s 
previous record was such that the 
-ommittee did not feel that he could 
be refused an endorsement, in spite 
of the fact that his Republican oppo- 
nent was a labor delegate. 

In the Twenty-second District, J. 
B. Henrich, a mocratic candidate 
and James P. McAvoy, a Republican 
candidate for Alderman, both re- 
ceived the indorsement of the com- 
mittee. McAvoy is also a Labor dele- 
gate, but as in the previous instance, 
Henrich was indorsed because of his 
past record. 

The Manhattan committee also re- 


to defeat A. L. Moffat, because of 
his opposition to nine bills favored 
by Labor in the last Assembly. He 
is a candidate for re-election to the 
Assembly from the Fifteenth Dis- 
trict.

Joseph Ryan, in presenting the re- 
port of the Richmond and Manhat- 
tan Non-Partisan Committee sup 
porting the Walker Administration,

“They are trying to make the un- 
fair treatment of labor an issue. We 
know who our friends are. I make 
this statement publicly as president 
of the Labor Council that any or- 
ganization which has had: trouble 
with the police got a fair deal when 
we ap led to the police officials 
and set them straight on the matter.”’

MITCHEL FIELD, L. L, Oct. 3— 
A small biplane, the wings of which 
appeared to be almost entirely made 
of slots, ailerons and flaps, climped 
aloft here this morning and-for fif- 
teen minutes sported in the air. The 
pilot took off within 100 feet and 
after a steep glide to !anid came to 
a dead stop within about four 
lengths of his little craft. 

The plane was the first British en- 
try in the Guggenheim safe afrcraft 
competition for $150,000 im prizes. It 
was a small Handley Page sesqui- 
plane piloted. by Major James H 
Cordes, chief test pilot for the 
Handley Page Company. The flight 
today was the first of the offici2? 
tests. The rules require that the 
eraft shall first be flown before the 
judges by a pilot retained by the 
builder. 

After a short run Major Cordes 
zoomed steeply for 200 feet.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—‘‘One of 
the tasks immediately before the 
United States is to strengthen the 
Kellogg pact by clearing up the mis- 
understandings about the Monroe 
Doctrine,’ Professor Thomas Parker 
Moon of Columbia University today 
told the delegates to the convention 
of the National Council of Catholic 
Women in a paper read for him Kd 
the Rev. R. A. McGowan of Wash- 
ington. Professor Moon was unable 
to be present: 

Professor Moon called on the mem- 
bers of the council to take part in 
what he described as ‘‘one of the | 
most important events in all the long ; 
history of human civilization.” 

JThe paper described: 1929 as an 
“epochal year in the history of inter- 
national relations and said that the 
movement toward peace has gained 
such momentum that it has brusned 
hitherto insuperable obstacles aside. 

The two chief obstacles at present, 
Dr. Moon, said are. our ‘‘perilous 
misur.ders'znding, the Monroe Doc- 
trine, and an unintelligent kind of 
fear. 





“In our arbitration treaties and in 
the p2ct,’’ Dr. Moon asserted, ‘‘there 
is a ho!ec as big as the Caribbean Sea. 
That gap exists because the Monroe 
Doctrine is one national policy, which 
we refuse to arbitrate or define. 

“Being undefined, the Monroe Doc- 
trine has been confused with other 
doctrines and has been used as a 
cloak for dollar diplomacy, interven 
tion and imperialism in the Carib 
bean,” he -said. ‘Our attitude in 
this matter ehcourages imperialism 
throughout the world.”

Laud Progress, but Say Present 
Plans Are Inadequate. 








BERRY OUTLINES PROGRAM 


Community Clubs Are Active Force 
Against Debasing Amusements, 
Gibney Declares. 





New York’s progress in providing 


Trecreation for adults and children 
was praised but far greater facili- 
ties for recreation here were urged 
by speakers last night at a dinner 
at the Commodore, concluding the 
three-day recreation conference of 
New York City. 

Controller Charles W. Berry, one 
speaker, gaid that the city admin- 
istration appreciated that the out- 
door playground had become “an 
acute and extremely important. prob- 
lem in New York,” because in the 
streets traffic was a constant menace 
to the life of children. New York, 
he said, now. had 2.291% acres of 
parks, valued at $8,859,432. Twelve 
playgrounds, worth $1,058,500, are 
being negotiated for, he said. 

Walter R. Herrick, president of the 
Park Board, denied that lack of fa- 
cilities could be laid at the door of 


the present administration.’ “It was, 


the .fault. of. our forefathers,’”’ he 
said, in failing to foresee the city’s 
rapid..growth. .‘He urged that the 
ublic be educated to.appreciate the 
health value of greater facilities and 
greater use of’those existing. 
Holding that community centres 
are vital to the healthy growth of 
society,. and. that non-sectarian 
centres were preferable, LeRoy E. 
Bowman, secretary of the city rec- 
reation. committee, urged that the 
citys appropriate funds~-to make 
available for community, recreational 
purposés, double the number of 
schools now _ used. Sixty-eight 
schools are now so used. 

Ethel Bowers, member of the Play- 


of America, who has just completed 
a nation-wide survey of recreational 
trends, declared that the ‘‘domina- 
tion of. male athletes is harmful to 
the right development of girls’ rec- 
reation programs.”’ 

Joseph Lee of Boston, president of 
the Playground and Recreation As- 
sociation of America, emphasized the 
value to children of play. William 
Church Osborne, chairman of the 
conference, who was toastmaster, 
stressed the need for well-paid lead- 
ership to induce children to take ad- 
vantage of recreational facilities.

Wide differences in two stories of | 


the disposition of the $512,000 in se- 
curities which were stolen two weeks 
ago by Milton Alter, R. V. Hiscoe & 
Co.’s messenger, started the police 
on another investigation yesterday. 
All but $50,000 of the securities have 
been recovered. 

In an alleged confession obtained 
from Carl Forman, 24year-old ship- 
ping clerk, who was arrested in Bos- 
ton and brought back to New York 
yesterday, Forman insisted that he 
had dropped the whole of the amount 
into an east-side mail box at i1 
o’clock the night of Sept. 21. But 
the postman who recovered the secu- 
ritics said that he took them from 
the box at 5 o’clock the afternoon 
of Sept. 23. He said that instead of 
the entire $512,000 there was only 
$462,000 in the package. 

The postman, whose name Commis- 
sioner Whalen declined to reveal, 
while making public the text of For- 
man’s alleged confession, was ques- 
tioned by Deputy Chief Inspector Ed- 
ward P. Mulrooney soon after he 
found the bundle. He will again be 
questioned as to how long he had 
the package in bis possession and 
as to its conditika when he found it. 

Alter and Dayid Schwartzberg, 18 
years old, of 35 Ridge Street, who 
acted as a go-between between Alter 
and Forman, have already pleaded 
guilty to grand larceny and are 
awaiting sentence. Forman was 
taken to Special Sessions yesterday 
to plead, but arrived after court had 
closed. He was then placed in the 
Tombs until this morning. 


Forman Describes Theft. 


Forman’s confession, as made pub- 
lic by Commissioner Whalen follows: 

‘‘My name is Carl Forman. I am 
24 years old and reside at 1,432 West 
Fifth Street, Brooklyn. I was born 
in New York City, and when em- 
ployed % worked as a shipping clerk. 

“On Monday, Sept. 16, 1929, I had 
a conversation with one David 
Schwattzberg about stock certifi- 
cates and gave him a phone number 
where he could get in touch with 
me if he got hold of any.

Emery, a wealthy farmer, who died 
in Flemington, N. J., in 1942; Vice 
Chancellor Buchanan authorized the 
company to make a séafeh for the 
unknown son of one of Mr. Emery's 
two daughters who, with their 
mother, the late Mrs. Emery, were 


beneficiaries of the fund. 

There was a provision in the will 
that if either daughter died with- 
out issue the entire fund should go 
to the other. Both daughters are 


now dead, but one of them, the late. 


Mrs. May E. Cornelius, left a daugh- 
ter, living in England, as her sole 
survivor. Unless the bank succeeds 
in finding the other daughter’s heir 
the entire fund will go to this only 
other descendant of the Flemington 
farmer. 

The trust company’s application 
states that on July 15, 1895, in Brook- 
lyn, the other daughter, Florence 
lumery, under the name of Florence 
Baker, was secretly married to 
Frederick Francis Georger, under 
the name of Frederick Francis Gray. 


On Sept. 25 of the same year, how- | 


ever, they were remarried under 
their right names in Flemington. 
Fifteen years later they were di- 
vorced and Mrs. rger married 
Henry B. Billings. She died last 
year.

New Equipment Speeds Up the 
Service Between New York 
and London. 








METRIC SYSTEM ADOPTED 





Charge Now Is $2 Instead of $3.20

simile pictures between New York 
and London were reduced yesterday, 
it was announced by W. A. Winter- 
bottom, vice president of the Radio 
Corporation of America. New equip- 
ment has replaced the apparatus 
which has been in use for the last 
three years, thus speeding up the 
service and making reduction in 
rates possible.

“In view of the international char- 
acter of this radio service,’’ said Mr.

It is now 
on the metric system. The former 
charge was $3.20 a square inch. The 
new rate is approximately $2 a 
square inch, and is exactly 32 cents 
a square centimeter. The minimum 
rate has been reduced from $50 to 
$48, and the size which may be ob- 
tained for that minimum is increased 
to 150 square centimeters or approxi- 
mately twenty-three and one quarter 
square inches, instead of the former 
fifteen square inches. 

“The conversion factor: to change 
from square inches to square centi- 
meters is 6.45, so that multiplying 
this by the charge of 32 cents a 
square centimeter gives the total 
charge. But the straight centimeter 
charge is much simpler, and a cellu- | 
loid rate sheet has been prepared 
which when laid on the copy indi- 
cates the exact size and charge at 
once. 

“The maximum size of picture to 
come within the minimum rate of 
$48 will be 150 square centimeters or 
4 by 6 inches. The centimeter was 
adopted because it is thought to be 


only a question of time and a very 
short time in the case of Germany, 
when picture services to other Euro- 
pean countries will be opened, and 
the much broader acceptance of the 
metric scale, together with its far 
greater facility, has made this for- 
ward step advisable.’’. 

The new equipment was developed 
by Captain Richard H. Ranger, de- 
sign engineer of the RCA.

HAS NEW RADIO DEVICE. 


| Inventor Shows Novel Vacuum’ Tube 
and Electric Circuit in Receiver. 


A type of radio receiver which com- 
bines a new kind of vacuum tube 
with a radically different electrical 
circuit was demonstrated in New 
York yesterday by its inventor, Dr. 
Alger Riggs, formerly of Summer- 
ville, S. C. 

Part of the instrument employs 
six tubes of the 199 type. The audio 
amplifier unit has two tubes of the 
new type developed by Dr. Riggs. 
Before the radio frequency ampli- 
fier, Which employs no tuning cir- 
cuit to adjust the receiver to the de- | 
sired wavelength, is placed a.special 
‘filter circuit’? to exclude all the 
broadcast energy except that of the

This method, he explained, combined 
with the new circuit, affords ‘‘ve 
large signal gains, or amplification.”’ 
All of the tubes are of the three-ele- 
ment type, using internal parts 
known to the radio world as ‘‘grid,’’ 
‘‘plate’’ and ‘‘filament.’’ However, 
the elements are said to function in 
a quite different way from the ordi- 
nary internal parts of a standard 
radio tube.

GROUP WAVE LENGTHS 


Five Classifications, Long to Ultra 
Short, Are Laid Out at Inter- 
national Meeting at Hague.

THE HAGUE,.Oct. 3.—The meeting 
of the ‘‘Comité. Consultatif Interna- 
tional Technique des Communica- 
tions Radioelectriques’’ concluded 
the work of the Radio Conference to- 
day by deciding that radio waves of 
3,000 meters and upward shall be 
generally classified as ‘‘long,’’ while 
medium waves are those between 
3,000 and 200 meters, the border 
waves are those between 200 and 50 
meters, the short those from 50 to 10 
meters, and the ultra short those un- 
der 10. 

A uniform set of rules for licenses 
for amateur senders was not gener- 
ally agreed to but a majority of the 
European delegations will recom- 
mend to their governments that they 
accept the conference’s proposals. 

The conference also drew up a for- 
mula for’ the “normal radiatron 


power”’ of senders and for gauging 
wave-meters. Advice was given for 
the most economical allocation of 
different channels to aovid mutual 
disturbances, and the conference rec- 
ommended that the decisions of the 
Washington Radio Conference limit- 
ing the power of broadcasting sta- 
tions should be strictly maintained. 

European stations working with 
waves between 200 and 545 meters 
should not use more than 100 kilo- 
watts.

BELGRADE, Oct. 3.—By a royal 
decree signed today the name of this 
country, until now known as the 
“Kingdom of Serbs, Groats and 
Slovenes,’’ will officially become that 
which has long been applied popu- 
larly—the ‘‘Kingdom of Yugoslavia.’’ 
A second decree destroys any 
historical memories, for it wipes out 
such historical names as Croatia, 
Slavonia, Old Serbia, Bosnia, Herze- 
govina, Dalmatia and Montenegro 
by establishing new provinces or 
banats to replace the old divisions. 

This reorganization is designed to 
obliterate all traces of its varied 
origin and to emphasize the idea of 
unity. It-was recently reported that 
this measure was about to be de- 
cided upon and that a return to 
parliamentary government was likely 
to follow soon after. 

Thirty-three provinces of the old 
kingdom are now erased and _ re- 
placed by nine banats which, with 
the new capitals, are as _ follows: 
Save, capital Zagreb; Danube, cap- 
ital Neusatz; Vardar, capital Skoplje; 
Drina, capital Sarajevo; Morava, 
capital Nisch; Drave, capital Ljubl- 
jana; Vrbas, capital Banjaluka; 
Coastal Banat, capital Spalato and 
Zeta, capital Cetinje. Each banat 
will be governed by banus appointed 
by the King. 

The new names correspond gener- 
ally to those of the great rivers of 
Yugoslavia and the frontiers rough- 
ly conform to those of the old prov- 
inces. 

It is doubtful whether the majority 
of the Croats will be satisfied by 
this regulation of frontiers, which 
runs entirely counter to their desire 
for autonomy.

The setting of the 
event was. a hall refurbished and dec- 
orated, in a manner admirably in 
keeping with its former scheme ol 
color, and an excited audience, 
which, as usual at a Toscanini con- 
cert, overcrowded and overflowed 
the auditorium.

When Pierne wrote for the children 
his music -was of that sophisticated 
simplicity which rarely fails to exer- 
cise its charm. When he dealt with 
adults, on the other hand, he wrote 
music as arid as the Sahara Desert. 
The appeal of those misguided wo- 
men who first urged on the children 
to Jerusalem was banal music; the 
plea of the parents to their children 
to stay at home rivals it in empti- 
ness. The sailors appear oddly void 
of salty flavor, though indeed they 
sing—all thanks to them for so much 
relief—a lusty alleluia or two. 

In his writing for solo voices, 
Pierne was forced to make what shift 
he could without the help of melodic 
inspiration, as even the ingenious 
fancy might have expected of him. 
The long solo for tenor which tells 
of the children’s arrival in sight of 
the sea seems the best effort of all. 
In the final episode, which not all 
present could hear, it may well be 
that Pierne reached greater heights. 
On paper the music looks interesting 
and impressive. . 

He knows, of course, how to make 
the most of an orchestra. When 
writing for instruments, solo or en- 
semble, he seems more _ liberally 
endowed with agreeable and expres- 
sive melody than when he has the 
human voice to reckon with. The 
suggestion of the sea, indeed, in the 
prelude to the third part, he has 
made impressive. 

But Mr. Stoessel, to say the truth 
roundly, made not too much last 
night of Pierne’s score. He liked 
many assages oddly slow, as 
though be would try by ponderous- 
ness to supply the missing grandeur. 
He achieved thereby plain monotony.

Janet Gaynor’s acting is delightful 
in ‘Sunny Side Up,’? a De Sylva, 
Brown and Henderson screen musical 
romance, which was presented at the 
Gaiety Theatre last night by William 
Fox. It is a production which 
abounds in good fun, whimsical 
touches and brilliant staging and 
one in which Miss_Gaynor and also 


Charles Farrell are called upon to 
sing. ‘Miss Gaynor’s voice may not 
be especially clear, but the sincerity 
with which she renders at least two 
of her songs is most appealing. Her 
performance is as fine as anything 
she has done on the screen. So far as 
her singing is concerned, she is not 
supposed to be any prima Cconna, but 
just Molly. Car. of Yorkville, Manhat- 
tan, who falls in love with Jack 
Cromwell (Mr. Farrell), the scion of 
a wealthy family. 

It. is a motion picture that. might 
easily stand on its own feet, but 
there is no doubt but sound adds 
considerably to the general effect. 

The fact that the audience re- 
mained seated to the last fade-out 
proves the worth of this entertain- 
ment, for although it was perfectly 
certain that Molly would in the end 
win the love of Jack Cromwell, no- 
body left until they could see and 
hear exactly what happened. 

David Butler, the director, has done 
extraordinarily good work on his 
scenes, the opening glimpse being of 
a few of O. Henry’s four millions 
who are enjoying a shower bath on 
the east side. 

The musical numbers are shrewdly 
devised. There is a real reason for 
the singing as well as the stage pre- 
sentations and one particular stretch 
arranged for a song, called ‘‘Turn 
on the Heat,’’ is especially cleverly 
done. The supposed society dancers 
are perceived emerging from igloos 
as the song, ‘‘Turn On the Heat,” is 
rendered. The snow melts, and one 
wonders how it is done. Then N sapet 
and palm trees shoot up and finally 
tongues of flame dart from the 
ground and the whole chorus plunges 
into a pool. They had turned on 
the heat with a vengeance through 
their singing this song in the land 
of the Eskimo. 

Another well thought up idea was 
that of having two tots sing ‘If I 
Had a Talking Picture of You’’ after 
this melody had been rendered by 
Miss Gaynor and Mr. Farrell. 

The story is as guileless as most 
musical affairs, but there are certain 
episodes where even effete theatre- 
goers will be apt to take Molly 
Carr’s romance with a certain de- 
gree of seriousness, for Miss Gay- 
nor’s performance is so human. Her 
talking voice seems a little husky, or 
is it that the microphone has been 
unkind to her? This may be pos- 


sible, for in several passages her 
tones are much clearer than in 
others.. She renders a song, titled, 


“I’m a Dreamer, Aren’t We All?’’ 
several times, and on one occasion 
she sings most impressively. She 
has tears welling from her eyes and 
the words suit her mood.

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THE MACDONALD WELCOME. 


Americans would wish to extend 
cordial greetings to RAMSAY MAC- 
DONALD today even if he had come 
to us as a private citizen. His per- 
sonal attainments are alone suffi- 
cient to give him distinction. The 
late Lord HALDANE devoted several 
pages of his autobiography to Mr. 
MACDONALD, with whom he had 
served both in the House of Com- 
mons and in the Cabinet. Having 
also been a member of Mr. ASQUITH’S 
Cabinet, Lord HALDANE: gave Mr. 
MACDONALD the high praise of say- 
ing that he kept the business of the 
government more firmly in hand 
than did the former Liberal leader. 
If the chief of the Labor party has 
gome minor defects as a politician, 
and perhaps makes the mistake as 
Prime Minister of not devolving on 
subordinates more of the heavy 
work thrust upon him, as a man he 
has extraordinary and most amiable 
qualities. Having hewed out his 
own career with unflinching labor 
and risen to a power in Great 
Britain which a generation ago 
seemed beyond the reach:of any 
man like him, he remains unpreten- 
tious, unspoiled, with dignity fitting 
his position, yet with the simple 
poise of one who knows how fleet- 
ing is fame and by what aid of good 
fortune men arrive at eminence. 

When to his individual appeal is 
added the importance of the politi- 
eal movement which he represents 
and the party which he leads, the 
significance. of Mr. MACDONALD’S 
visit to the United States is height- 
ened. At Washington it is explained 
that his conferences with President 
Hoover will be “ unofficial.” This 
can mean only that the two men can 
make no agreements which will be 
binding without the consent in Great 
Britain of Parliament and of the 
Congress in the United States. Ex- 
cept for this qualification, it is im- 
possible to divest their meeting of a 
pronounced official character. It is 
because he is Prime Minister that 
Mr. MACDONALD’S unexampled act 
of friendship in coming to this coun- 
try makes so déep an impression. 
It cannot be doubted that his ex- 
change of views with President Hoo- 
VER is intended to lead to conclu- 
sions and to actions of the highest 
political importance both for the 
two countries directly involved and 
for the rest of the world. It. is cer- 
tain that Mr. MACDONALD did. not 
journey to Washington merely to be 
entertained socially. Affairs of state 
brought him, and affairs of state 
will undoubtedly be talked about 
when he confers with President 
Hoover. Apparently somebody in 
Washington got a sudden attack of 
nervousness over the possibility of 
offending anti-British ‘sentiment in 
Congress, and tried to smooth out 
ruffled feelings by announcing that 
everything would be “ unofficial,” 

Mr. EDONALD represents & 
powerful party and, a strong gov- 
ernment.

fiding British public finance to the 
hands of Mr. SNOWDEN, Prime Min- 
ister MACDONALD made a_ choice 
which has been approved by bank- 
ers and economists in England. Mr. 
SNOWDEN is irritable and impulsive, 
but in matters of taxation, revenue 
and expenditure he is orthodox and 
firm. Only yesterday he appeared 
at the conference of the Labor party 
to defend the action of the Bank of 
England in raising the . discount 
rate, This is the more noteworthy 
because three months ago, before 
going to The Hague conference, Mr. 
SNOWDEN made an address to Lon- 
don bankers in which he urged 
them to avoid raising the discount 
rate. But now he frankly admits 
that the state of the exchanges and 
the condition of credit call for the 
increase which has been made, and 
which he defended as a sound finan- 
cial measure. This stanchness of 
judgment on the part of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in a Labor 
Government helps to explain the 
lack of uneasiness or disturbance in 
England at the coming into office of 
a party nominally Socialistic. No 
one is afraid that the MacDonald 
Government will do anything rash 
or radical. 

While in the United States, Mr. 
MACDONALD is certain to get the full 
recognition which his talents and 
his office deserve. His movements 
and contacts and utterances while 
he is here will be followed with the 
keenest public interest. Let him 
feel assured that he is already in 
possession of the freedom not only 
of New York but of the whole 
country. 


FAVORS FOR CONGRESSMEN. 


The decision of the Treasury De- 
partment to permit Congressmen to 
enter the United States without hav- 
ing their baggage examined, and 


- | being “ expedited,” comes with par- 
ticularly bad grace at the end of a 
season during which returning trav- 
elers have suffered much through 
the delays and red tape of the cus- 
toms authorities. Why the depart- 
ment, which after the agitation 
against granting this special privi- 


has not been explained. 

Customs duties are a hardship for 
all travelers. There is no justifica- 
tion for making a favored class of 
government employes who may en- 
ter without submitting to the law’s 
requirements. Such an exemption 
is all the more absurd in view of 
the fact that persons who through 
ill health have a just claim to expe- 
ditious treatment are often not 
treated with even common humane- 
ness, There were cases during the 
Summer of the aged and the feeble 
being forced to wait in line for 
hours in order to comply with the 
routine of the system, while hale and 
hearty Congressmen were whisked 
away, no questions asked. 

If there are to be exceptions, they 
should be discretionary and should 
cover emergency cases. There are 
occasions when special consideration 
is advisable. Officials returning on a 
government mission may justifiably 
claim special attention. But this 
does not mean that any public man 
who decides to take a vacation in 
Europe should ‘be permitted special 
privileges on re-entering the coun- 
try. Why, if government service is | 
to be the excuse, limit the exemp- | 
tions to Congressmen? Officials of | 
all degrees, Federal, State and local, 
have as good a claim as they—un- 
less it be that they control the sal- 
aries of customs officials. A half 
million American travelers will be as 
one in demanding that there be no 
favoritism in the execution of the 
laws at the ports. 


THE RIGOR OF THE GAME. 

There is great chuckling among 
the Progressive-Democratic coalition 
in the Senate. It has taken one 
trick, When the House comes to 
take a hand in the game again, 
what will become of that trick? 
The alliance in the Senate is shifting 
and fluid. There are Senators whose 
consent to the substitution of one 
scheme of flexibility for another 
does not. impair the inflexibility of 
their resolve to get protection for 
certain productions of their States. 
The rate, not the lodging of the 
power to change it in the President 
or in Congress, counts. For the 
purpose of putting Mr. Hoover “in 
a hole,” a temporary union was 
formed in the Senate. The victory 
is hollow. The House, perfectly dis- 
ciplined, will determine the needed 
amount of resistance or concession.

The possibility that no tariff bill 
will be passed need not be con- 
sidered. The Senate is capable of 
anything, except expedition, but it 
is aware that it is not too pas- 
sionately loved. Whatever may be 
thought of the substantiality «of 
agricultural protection, the farmers 
want it. It will scarcely do to dis- 
appoint them. As for the majority 
of the Senate Democrats, joyously 
returned to their hitherto so pro- 
ductive combination with the Pro- 
gressives, their part in the perform- 
ance would seem to be to do their 
best to improve the bill, to point 
out with horror the things they 
couldn’t improve, and let it go at 
that. 


OPPOSING THE JADWIN PLAN. 


Criticism of the Jadwin plan of 
flood control for the Mississippi 
River has been increasing. The 
nature and intensity of the opposi- 
tion are brought out in a series of 
articles in this paper by Mr. SPEER, 
who accompanied Mr. HOOVER on his 
various trips through the flooded 
districts when President COOLIDGE 
named him head of the Flood Relief 
Commission. With the plan only 
partly in effect, some of the fears of 
those who were against it are 
already being verified. While no one 
doubts the sincerity and ability of 
the army engineers who drew up and 
are carrying out the plan, there is 
severe condemnation of the plan 
itself, 

One of its main features is the 
creation of a number of so-called 
“fuse plugs” behind which will be 
spillways, controlled by dikes, so as 
to withdraw but at the same time | 
guide flood waters in certain areas 
where the nature of the channel and 
the neighboring land suggests that 
such control will diminish the dam- 
The fuse plugs 
consist of specially constructed por- 
tions of the levee which are lower 
than the adjacent dikes and over 
which the surplus waters will flow 
when the river level rises to a cer- 
tain height. The spillways embrace 
thousands of acres of high-class 
farm land which, as a result of the 
fuse-plug system, will be subjected 
to periodic flooding. 

The farmers claim that they are 
being sacrificed for the sake of peo- 
ple living in towns. They. point out 
that the mere delimitation of the 
spillway areas has caused them im- 
mediate losses. The knowledge that 
the lands may be flooded reriodically 
has led bankers to hesitate to ad- 
vance money to the farmers and has 
raised rates of insurance, Further- 
more, the expected damage to prop- 
erty of all sorts, including railroads 
and highways as well as farm build- 
ings and crops, is estimated to run 
into millions of dollars. In one area 
alone the local authorities believe , 
that the losses on property valued at 
$15,000,000 will amount to about 
$12,000,000., 

Opposition to carrying outthe plan 
is now being made manifest in the 
courts. Ultimately appeal will be 
made to the President, in whom the 
people of the flooded districts still 
have full confidence. Already he 
has suggested that the work in the 
lower reaches be suspended pending 
a further study of some of the dis- 
puted points. This indicates’that he 
is fully aware that the Jadwin plan 
is not perfect. 

Congress will again be called upon 
to act. ‘But when politics enters, 
engineering and economics are likely 
to be discarded. As for engineering, 
the fact that many experts are them- 
selves in disagreement about the de- 
tails of flood control makes it almost 
certain that Congress would be un- 
able to do more than to authorize: 
special consideration anew of par- 
ticular objections. 

HERR STRESEMANN. 

In paying tribute’ to GUSTAV 
STRESEMANN, his friend and collabo- 
rator in the reconstruction:of Euro- 
pean peace, ARISTIDE BRIAND speaks 
of the “ perfect loyalty ” of the dead 
statesman’s character... The word 
“loyalty” is fairly common coinage 
in the French vocabulary, but its 
application in the present instance 
is singularly apt. What impresses 
one most about STRESEMANN’S: bril~ 
liant five:years as Foreign Minister 
in a succession of German Cabinets 
is the steadfastness with which he 
held to the course he set himself— 
the rehabilitation of his native land 
and of Europe on the basis of. 
Franco-German amity. 

He came to that view only after 
passing — ouee national- 


after the war he was an opponent of 
the’ Weimar Constitution and of the 
Rathenau policy of conciliation for 
which he was afterward to win such 
striking victories. It was the expe- 
rience of the, Ruhr that apparently 
taught STRESEMANN the futility and 
the peril of a policy of sulks andj‘ 
mutual exasperation ‘in Getmany’s 
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relations with the Allies. Once he 
had gone over to the policy of amity 
and had carried with him the power- 
ful People’s.party, the party of Big 
Business, Herr: STRESEMANN re- 
mained consistently and openly the 
advocate of conciliation. He did not 
hesitate to speak out strongly in his 
conferences with the Allies or in the 
sessions of the League of Nations. 
He pressed his good friends BRIAND 
and CHAMBERLAIN hard on the sub- 
ject of disarmament, the rights of 
minorities,” the working .of the 
League mandates. But he never 
carried insistence to the point of 
staging colorful but useless crises. 
That. comparatively easy method of 
earning glory at home he seemed to 
disdain. 

STRESEMANN’S speeches show a 

minimum of talking for home con- 
sumption. Having made up his mind 
that Germany, as the vanquished 
party, must base her case on reason 
and good-will, he eschewed all empty 
threats of force. In defending his 
country’s interests he asked for 
everything he thought Germany was 
entitled to, but-he took what he 
could get. Because STRESEMANN’S 
good-will and common sense encoun- 
tered the same qualities in ARISTIDE 
BRIAND and: AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN, 
it was given to these three men to 
work fruitfully for the pacification 
and economic rehabilitation of Eu- 
rope; though it is’ timely to recall 
that the first great peace action in 
which STRESEMANN participated, the 
Dawes Plan, was set on foot for 
England by RAMSAY MACDONALD. 
Compared with BRIAND and CHAM- 
BERLAIN—the two men were, inci- 
dentally, his seniors by fifteen years 
—STRESEMANN’S task called for the 
greater moral courage. It is easier 
for the victor to make a gesture of 
conciliation than for the vanquished 
to accept the outstretched hand. 
Nationalist opinion in France might 
grumble at BRIAND’S excessive gen- 
tleness toward a beaten enemy, but 
he did not have to meet the charges 
of “poltroonery” and “ betrayal ” 
which were STRESEMANN’S portion 
from the unreconciled Junkers, 
. Fortunately for Germany, the an- 
tics of the Hitlers and the Luden- 
dorffs and the Hugenbergs have rep- 
resented a very small section of 
German opinion. 
the nation is unquestionably loyal to 
the Stresemann policies. The power- 
ful Nationalist party indulges, now 
and then, in an academic testimonial 
to the old gods of force, but in prac- 
tice it has acquiesced in the succes- 
sive Stresemann moves for amity— 
the Dawes Plan; the Locarno Pact, 
the League of Nations, the Young 
Plan. This makes it unlikely that 
any successor to STRESEMANN in the 
Foreign Office will be allowed by 
German public opinion to stray far 
from the paths of peace. Whether his 
successor will reveal the same high 
qualities of mind and character is 
another question, 


WALKER ON THE “ WONDER 
CITY.” 


Mayor WALKER has little use for 
those who “slander” his city. It 
has in his own person a most effec- 
tive press agent. Could any but the 
most confirmed dyspeptic read the 
story of “New York the Wonder 
City,” put out by the Citizens’ 
Committee which is supporting the 
Mayor for re-election, and still feel 
that there is any flaw in that great- 
ness, any shortcoming in the admin- 
istration which of late years has 
fostered it? The headlines indicate 
the scope of the work: “City Uses 
Shovels to Tell Subway Policy”; 
“ Another Hundred Miles of Rapid 
Transit Coming”; “ Five-Cent Fare 
Saved for Public”; “New York 
Leads the World in Schools”; “ Mil- 
lions Saved by New Budget Sys- 
tem”; “City Gives Aid to Child in 
Distress”; ‘‘Mayor WALKER Takes 
Action to End Housing Delay,” 
and so on. The administration’s 
vast public-improvement program is 
set out in detail. Those who com- 
piled the record have stolen a leaf 
out of the new encyclopedia and 
filed it with photographs showing. 
every kind of municipal activity: a 
policeman leading two little children 
across the street to safety; the addi- 
tion to Riverside Park created as a 
by-product of subway construction; 
the ancient game of curling as prac- 
ticed in Van Cortlandt Park; the 
design for the new _triborough 
bridge; Commissioner JOHNSON’S 
plan for the restoration of ‘City Hall 
Park; Mayor WALKER signing the 
contract between the city and the 
New York Central Railroad for the 
west side improvement. It. is a4 
handsome and historic document. If 
NEBUCHADNEZZAR_ had hired Ivy LEE 
to describe. the greatness of Baby- 
lon, hanging: gardens and all, he 
could hardly have done a better job.

STRAWS BLOWN FROM GEORGIA 


It is pretty difficult to make a 
permanent national political issue 
of a man quietly supervising the 
building of a skyscraper in New 
York City. The Congressional by- 
election in the Fifth Georgia Dis- 
trict this week indicates that it may 
even be impossible. An ‘ anti- 
Smith” candidate for Congress was 
duly nominated, but the regular 
Democratic designee, Mr. -RAM- 
SPECK, polled a large majority over 
him-and an independent combined. 
Georgia observers take .this.to-mean 
that. the disaffected Democratic 
voters .in the State refuse to believe 
they must hold their lines any long- 
er to prevent the renomination of 
ALFRED E. SMITH. Georgia ‘did’ not 
give President HOoovER its electoral 
vote, but against the Democratic 
Presidential nominee in 1928 there 
were mustered 99,278 :votes: as: con- 
trasted with the 30, 300 cast against 
JOHN. W. DAVIS. 

Of all who noted the results in 
the Atlanta district perhaps no one 
was more interested than National 
Chairman HUSTON of the Republi- 
cans. Within a few weeks Virginia 
will present further evidence as to 
the extent of the decline of the anti- 
Smith movement which the Repub- 
lican authorities would like to see 
maintained for use in 1930 and 1932. 
In due time the other Southern 
States—Florida, North Carolina, 
Texas and Tennessee—which gave 
their electoral votes to Mr. HOOVER, 
will have an opportunity to demon- 
strate whether what happened at 
the Atlanta by-election is a. fore- 
runner of the reconsolidation of 
‘regular Democratic party lines in 
| the South. Mr. Huston is com- 
|mitted to an effort to hold as much 
of the 1928 Republican gain in the 
former Confederate territory as he 
can. With every such result as that 
in Georgia his task grows harder. 

Mr. RAMSPECK’S victory over the 
party insurgents is but one of two 
major incidents of the week which 
point to the re-formation .of the 
Southern Democrats on the basis 
that Mr. SMITH is eliminated as a 
source of party discord. The other 
event was staged in the United 
States Senate, There’ Senator SIM- 
MONS of North Carolina, who re- 
fused to support the party nominee 
in 1928 and for whom political ex- 
tinction was freely predicted, led 
and won the fight against the Re- 
publican.

The pendulum is indeed 
swinging back.

Office containing the 
statistics of licensing and of convic- 
tions for drunkenness’ in England 
and Wales. The headlines vary from 
“Increasing Sobriety’’ to ‘‘Big De- 
crease in Drunkenness.”’ 

The figures for the year 1928 are 
described as truly astonishing. In 
1913 the convictions for drunkenness 
were 188,877. Last year, even ‘with 
a largely increased population, the 
total was 55,642. During the same 
period: the places for the licensed’ 
sale of drink have also gone down in 
number, though ‘‘registered clubs’ 
have become more numerous, 

Many causes are given in explana- 
tion of these improved conditions. 
The act limiting the hours for the 
sale of liquor and demanding early 
closing on Saturday night has.doubt- 
less had an effect. There is also the 
fact that Great Britain has been hav- 
ing hard times industrially, with 
workingmen not having: so much 
money as formerly to spend on drink. 
But the large significance of the 
whole showing lies in the fact, that 
the temperance. movement. in Eng- 
land has. steadily gone on its way, 
without being dislocated or aban- 
doned through dependence on pro- 
hibitory laws.

But advo- 
cated by a justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State, the suggestion is 
likely to command attention. Said 
Justice Harry E. Lewis, speaking re- 
cently before the State Crime Com- 
mission at the Brooklyn Bar Associa- 
tion: ‘‘Nine out of twelve should be 
able to decide in non-capital cases.’’

And it is impossible to say what the 
legislative attitude. would be toward 
such drastic interference with time- 
honored custom. It’is the fact, how- 
ever, that decision by majority vote 
has long been the procedure followed 
by the grand jury. 

The grand jury consists of twenty- 
three men drawn by lot from a panel 
of fifty. It is required by law that 
a quorum of sixteen out of those so 
drawn shall be present in the jury 
room before any evidence is submit- 
ted. To find a true-bill, or indict- 
ment, twelve of these jurymen must 
vote in the affirmative. In view of 
the fact that this practice of majority 
concurrence appears to have worked ! 


MR. MACDONALD’S, VISIT. 


Mr. Dake Sees [t as an Inspiration 


to Advance the Race, 
To the Bditor of The New York Times: 
The visit of the British Prime Min- 
ister to this country reminds me that 
after the British Minister, Canning, 
suggested to President Monroe. that 
he proclaim, the historic doctrine 
which bears his name, the President 
referred the proposal to Jefferson 
and Madison. That: was three years 
‘before the death of the author of the 
Declaration .of Independence,. when, 
in his retreat at Monticello, he was 
calmly surveying in. retrospect the 
strenuous experiences of his coun- 
try-in-which he had been one of the 
immortal actors. He returned: the 
proposal of Canning to President 
Monroe with these comments: 
The question preserited by the letters 
you have sent me is the most momen- 
tous which has ever been offered to my 
contemplation since that of indépendence. 
That made us a nation and sets our com- 
pass and points the course through which 
we are to steer through the ocean of 
time opening before us. ** * One nation 
most of all could disturb us in this pur- 
suit. She now offers to lead, aid and 
accompany us in it.. Great Britain is the 
nation which can do us the most harm 
of any or all on earth, and with her on 
our side we need not fear the whole 
world. With her, then, we should sedu- 
lously cherish a cordial friendship. . 
Those words of Jefferson, written 
over a century ago, with the mem- 
ories of our last war with England 
fresh in his mind, are as true and 
befitting today as when they were 
penned by the father of the Demo- 
cratic party. Our institutions of gov- 
ernment, our laws and our literature 
drew their inspiration from England 
more than from all other countries 
combined. For over one hundred 
years the two nations have been at 
peace with each other, while millions 
of the sons of both nations have 
fought shoulder to shoulder to vindi- 
cate the principles that Jefferson 
expounded. Across our northern 
frontier, stretching more than 3,000 
miles from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, stands the figure of a Domin- 
ion of the British Empire still in its 
infancy, the development of the al- 
most limitless natural resources of 
which has scarcely begun, and it 
promises to present an era of growth 
and expansion greater than any other 
part of the world. It is supremely 
important that with our neighbors 
north of us ‘‘we should sedulously 
cherish a cordial friendship.’® In the 
spirit of fraternity, in their purpose 
‘to secure the peace of the world, and 
in their aims to maintain in increas- 
ing effulgence the traditions and 
ideals of the people of the mother 
tongue, which the visit of Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald symbolizes, we may 
hope that his visit will be a fresh in- 
spiration to those people in every 
land, as strenuous rivals in the arts 
of peace, to go forward in their mis- 
sion to subserve and advance the 
welfare of the human race.

In a letter to THE Times of Sept. 
24 Mr. Wather, though he does not 
say so, infers that the first Delmon- 
ico restaurant was at the corner of 
Chambers Street and Broadway. It 
was at the apex of a triangular 
block between William and Beaver 
Streets, the apex well rounded to 
give space for semicircular steps 
and, as I remember, about 1844, with 
an imposing entrance and a facade 
of three and one-half stories.. We 
lived quite near at Pearl Street and 
the Battery, and my father some- 
times took me to the restaurant for 
a rare treat of French pastry. At 
noon business men came and went 
like bees into and out of the marble- 
floored lobby, where stood, immedi- 
ately at the right, a great press with 
wide but shallow metal drawers, each 
with cakes of its:kind, surrounded by 
talking and gesticulating customers 
ufitrammeled by waiter’or cashier as 
they pele © themselves. An upper 
room, re I had dinner with my 
parents, had a bewitching wallpaper 
crowded with small, gayly colored 
pictures, no two alike, applied after 
the manner of decalcomania, which 
was to come much later. In after years 
I went home as often as wars and 
frontier service permitted, to be an 
occasional guest at Broad Street, 
Chambers Street and at each succes- 
sive oasis along Fifth Avenue until 
the end.

From Directing Actual Play. 
To the Editer of The New York Times: 

My attention has been drawn to a 
recent editorial in THe Times ‘in 
which you seem to adopt a slightly 
cynical attitude toward comments 
made in my annual report for 1927-28 
on withdrawing coaches from the 
direct supervision of intercollegiate 
games. The subject is not a new one 
and perhaps does not require any 
detailed. discussion at just © this 
moment. I venture, however, to’ re- 
mark upon one or two considerations 
which affect the’ whole matter. 

The problem is chiefly confined to 
baseball and football, In the case of 
baseball there is, so far as I am 
aware, no legitimate ground on 
which can be defended, in the inter- 
est of the game ‘itself, the practice 
of “permitting the coaches to direct 
the play. In the case of football the 
problem iis a little more difficult, be- 
cause there is involved the question 
of’ withdrawing men who have been 
more or less injured in play and the 
substitution of others for them. This 
situation is thought, with a good deal 
of justice, to call at times for judg- 
ment more.objective and intelligent 
than the players themselves under 
the excitement of the moment are 
always able to command.. To turn 
the supervision of this matter over 
to. medical officers is to invite the 
suspicion that they are merely carry-~ 
ing ‘out a coach’s instructions. Nev- 
ertheless, I am sure that any one of 
several possible procedures would 
care for this case satisfactorily. 

The two great obstacles to be over- 
come, however, are not incident to 
the game itself at all. The first has 
to do*with the difficulty of securing 
a general agreement among the insti- 
tutions which compete with one an- 
other... No-one college is likely to be 
willing to withdraw the supervision | * 
of the coach unless its chief competi- 
tors follow the same .practice. For 
example, some of Yalée’s opponents 
have been willing to adopt this policy 
but others have not. Only »once 
therefore, so far as I am aware, has 
Yale actually tried the method. 

How long it will take to oo Se 
these two obstacles to giving back to 
the players the real supervision of 
the games I ¢annot predict, but I 
have no question at all that. the 
change will occur. There has.for a

Doubts Man’s Years Will 
Ever Be Extended. 








FEW REAL CENTENARIANS 





He Cites Lack of Authentic Records 
—Average Life, However, Lasts 
20 Years Longer Than In’80s. ° 





_ MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 3.—While ex- 
traordinary improvements have oc- 
curred in public health practices and 
in the field of medicine in the last 
century, nothing has happened to en- 
courage the hope that the span’ of 
human life might be lengthened, was 
the conclusion of. Dr. Louis I. Dublin, 
statistician of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, in his address 
before the American Public Health 
Association at its annual meeting in 
Minneapolis today. 

Dr. Dublin and his staff have spent 
years of study considering the facts 
of mortality of the people of the 
United States, and more especially 
of those in middle life and old age. 

“The expectation of life has in- 
creased, but the span of life has re- 
mained stationary,’’ said Dr. Dublin. 
“A fundamental distinction must. be 
made between these two. The for- 
mer, which is the average length of 
life of people in a stationary popula- 
tion, has shown appreciable gains 
and will continue to increase as pub- 
lic health improves and more and 
more diseases are brought under con- 
trol. The latter has remained sta- 
tionary for a long time and it is 
altogether unlikely that man will be 
able to do anything to change it. 

“The span of life seems to be fixed 
by. the nature of man himself. His 
internal structure wears out after 
sO Many years of work and use and 
he appears unable to master its 
weakness or give it stamina to last 
longer. 


Centenarians Are Few. 


“The breakdown of the human 
body occurs well on this side of the 
century mark, except in a few iso- 
lated instances: We hear much 
about the number of centenarians in 
the United States. There are about 
5,000 persons in this country claim- 
ing they have reached this age, but 
the great majority of them are mis- 
taken as to their age—most of them - 
honestly so. Practically every in- 
vestigation of centenarians has dis- 
closed the woeful lack of reliable 
records of their true ages.

The Right Rev. John Garaner Mur- 
ray, who had been Bishop of the 
Episcopal. Diocese of Maryland for 
twenty years, was elected Presiding 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in October, 1925, in New Or- 
leans at the triennial general con- 
vention. 

It was 140 vears since a Presiding 
Bishop had been elected. In the in- 
terim the office went automatically 
to the senior active Bishop in order 
of his consecration. Bishop Murray 
succeeded the Right Rev. Ethelbert 
Talbot, Bishop of the Diocese of 
Bethlehem, Pa. 

Bishop Murray took office on Jan. 
1, 1926. As the headquarters of the 
Episcopal Church are in New York 
City, Bishop Murray and his wife 
and one unmarried daughter. moved 
to this city. They took an apartment 
in the Gramercy Park Hotel. 

The. Bishop's office was. in. the 
Episcopal Church Missions House, 
281 Fourth Avenue. whéré are lodged 
all the departments of the Nationa! 
Council, ef which Bishop Murray 
automatically became President, the 
latter office having been combined 
with that of Presiding Bishop by 
new canon law. 

Although Presiding Bishop, Dr. 
Murray retained his office as Bishop 
of Maryland, the canon law. provid- 
ing that the Presiding Bishop must 
be a Bishop “having jurisdiction in 
the United States.” ishop Murray 
obtained a brother Bishop to take 
care of the visitations, but he him- 
self continued to administer his 





diocese, 
Bishop Murray was credited with 
being e wealthiest Bishop in the 


Episcopal House of Bishops. The 
fact that he had been a successful 
business man led to the belief that 
he would be a good money-raiser for 
missions. ‘‘Pay, pray, perform” = 
adopted as his. motto in ais 5 to 
liquidate, before 1928, the deb 
$1,400,000 that rested on the Boned 
of Missions when the New Orleans 
convention opened. 

Bishop Murray distinguished him- 
self principally as a quiet adminis- 
trator of the Church’s business, in- 
yar as - millions og yy pe —. 

SO, carrying as he spirit 
authority comparable to that of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury in Eng- 
land, he seldom vo an opinion on 
secular controversies. 

One of his first pronouncements 
upon assumin. office was 
to the effect that from time to time 
he would define questions of Church 
policy on moral issues, but that he 
never would enter into political dis- 
cussions. Two years later, in Janu- 
ary, 1928, the Church Temperance 
Society solicited a statement from 
him on prohibition at a time when 
this was a subject of conflicting 
views 2.mong ministers. He wrote to 
the secretary of that organization: 

"I do not feel that it would be at 
all profitable to ounmest the: sundry 
and varied contrib that are be- 
ing made on the subject you mention 
by an expression of ion, 
and I have none to express either as 
Bishop , . ot Maryland or Presiding

Dr. Gilbert Apologizes for Church’s 
Neglect of Unions—Rabbi 
Goldstein Urges Action. 





An effort to enlist the support of 
women who patronize exclusive: cus- 
tom dressmaking establishments in 
and near Fifth Avenue will: be. made 
as part of the unionization campaign 
of the Ladies’ Tailors and Custom 
Dressmakers’ Union, 107 West Forty- 
sixth Street. The Rev. Dr. Charles 
K. Gilbert, social service commis- 
sioner of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in New York, and Rabbi Sid- 
ney Goldstein of the Free Syna- 
gogue, speaking last night at the 
second of a series of organization 
mectings,. pledged themselves to an 
attempt to reach the women through 
the churches and the synagogues. 
The meeting was held at the Y. W, 


C. A. Building at Lexington Avenue 
and Fifty-third Street: 

The two clergymen expressed ‘con- 
fidence that customers of the estab- 
lishments would help to eradicate 
sweatshop conditions, said to exist 
in the shops, if the situation is 
brought to their attention. 

Dr_ Gilbert, -who. represented. the 
Federal Council of Churches at the 
meeting, said he would write letters 
to the Episcopal clergymen in the 
city to urge them to familiarize 
themselves with conditions in’ the 
shops and then acquaint their 
parishioners. ‘‘The pastors should 
call upon their women parishioners 
to find out whether their -garments 
are made in shops where union. con- 
ditions prevail and where fair wages 
are paid,’’ the clergyman said 

He urged the dressmakers to or- 
ganize for better conditions and 
apologized for the churches which, 
he said, ‘‘had not contributed in the 
past as much as they might have 
contributed toward the betterment 
of industria] conditions,”’ 

Miss Mary Hillyer, who is organiz- 
ing the workers, presided at the 
meeting. She charged that in a ma- 
jority of the shops the law limiting 
working hours for women was being 
violated and that several shops were 
violating the law providing for a day 
of rest weekly. 

As part of the union campaign, she 
said, ‘‘a different. kind of fashion 
show” will be staged soon. In. addi- 
tion to style, the show will be — 
to point out the “discrepancy  be- 
tween profits and. wages,’’. Miss Hill- 
yer said. The process of making a 
garment will be shown and each 
operation will be tagged with the 
wages paid to the’ women workers 
employed. 

The Rev. Patrick O’Ponnell of. the 
parish of St. Gregory the Great, who 
had been scheduled as the third 
‘speaker representing the Catholic 
faith, could not be present and -sent 
a letter expressing his ‘ sympathy.

There was no dissenting ballot, de- 
spite the fact that former Controller 
Charles L. Craig, who appeared as 
counsel for several objecting prop- 
erty owners, had argued that the 
improvement was unnecessary, un- 
timely and would impose an unjust 
burden upon the 
status. : 

Samuel Untermyer appeared for a 
large number of property owners 
and for a group of civic organiza- 
tions that strongly favored the street 
widening. Among them were the 
East Side Chamber of Commerce, 
the Educational Alliance, Hamilton 
House, Community Councils of New 
York, the Henry Street Settlement, 
the Visiting Teachers and the Great- 
er New York Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion.‘ , : 


Chamber Is Crowded. 


The chamber was crowded. There 
were scores there who had expected 
to hear a lively clash between the 
two lawyers now arrayed on opposite 
sides; of another controversy. These 
expectations were doomed to disap- 
pointment. Both lawyers .wére un- 
commonly circumspect. Mayor 
Walker allowed to each. of them fif- 
teen minutes to present: his case.

FIRE ENGINES CRASH: 
POLICE HERO KILLED 


at 5th Av. and 14th St. to 
Avert Collision Is Hit. 














WAVED MADLY TO. DRIVERS 





One Truck Is Hurled to Sidewalk by 
‘Impact—Firemen Thrown Off 
Apparatus, but Are Unhurt. 








Patrolmen William J. McCaffrey of 
Traffic A, who had been stationed at 
the busy corner of Fourteenth Street 
and Fifth Avenue for almost five, 
years, was killed late yesterday morn- 
ing in a heroic but futile attempt to 
prevent a collision between two fire 
engines. He could have saved him- 
self had he jumped out of the way; 
instead he stayed at his post. 

The apparatus was responding to a 
fire in’ Sixteenth Street between 
Fifth and Sixth Avenues. A hook and 
Iadder. truck, driven by Fireman 
Adolph Dakruth, was’ going west in 
Fourteenth Street, and an engine 
company, driven by Fireman Whalen, 
was roaring: north up Fifth Avenue. 

McCaffrey, from his post at the in- 
tersection of the streets, heard them 
both coming. As he nad done “-un- 
dreds of times before, he stopped the 
traffic on both thoroughfares. Then, 
as the two fire engines came nearer, 
he could see that a collision was al- 
most inevitable. He blew his whistle 
frantically and waved his arms to 
attract the attention of either driver. 
He did not trv to save himself. Pedes- 
trians shouted to him and to the 
drivers; women shoppers, hurrying 
home for luncheon, screamed a warn- 
ing. 

Both trucks struck the patrolman, 
who was flung under the engine com- 
pany. apparatus as it pete around 
efter the impact. This truck was hit 
a glancing blow, so that it lurched 
onto the sidewalk at the northwest 
corner of the ‘intersection. Several 
firemen were thrown to the ground 
as it jolted to'a stop, but none of 
them was hurt. . 

Patrolman John Bulckley of the 
Wést Twentieth Street station heard 
the crash and the screams and ran to 
the corner. He picked up the injured 
patrolman and placed him in'‘a taxi- 
cab. The Rev. Father Casey. of St. 
Francis Xavier’s Church also got in, 
and on the way to New York Hos- 
pital administered the last rites of 
the Church. 

As soon as word of the accident 

reached the Twentieth Street station 
several patrolmen hurried to the hos- 
pital to volunteer for blood transfu- 
sions, but McCaffrey died a few mo- 
ments after he had been admitted. 
: Witnesses of the accident highly 
praised the patrolman’s devotion to 
duty. They said'that he had had suf- 
ficient time to hurry to the sidewalk 
and out of the way of the trucks. 
Instead he stayed at his post, hoping 
to keep the trucks from colliding. 

The fire was a trifling blaze:on the 
third floor of.a six-story loft buildin 
at 115 West, Sixteenth Street, caus 
apparently by a short circuit and 
easily extinguished. Neither of the 
damaged trucks continued to the 
blaze, but both were able to move off 
under their own power. 

McCaffrey, who leaves a wife and 
three: sons, was born Feb: 9; 1886, 
and was appointed to the depart- 
ment Sept. 24, 1910. For his action 
in ~stopping a runaway horse on 
March 16, .1924, he received depart- 
mental commendation: He lived at

Employers and Drivers to Meet 
Again Today in Dispute Over 
Eight-Hour Working Day. 





The threatened strike of the truck- 
men who haul all of New York City’s 
rail-shipped supply’ of fresh fruits 
and vegetables from terminal] to mar- 
ket was postponed at least until the 
end of the week yesterday. No hint 
of yielding a single point, however, 
was given either by the Market 
Truckmen’s Association or the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, Local 202. 

Meanwhile the producing and dis- 
tributing industry has accommodated 
itself somewhat to the strained situa- 
tion b: phe ign, # shipments into the 
city, keeping the incoming peak wi 
slightly. below normal. Considerable 
perishable produce has been. di- 
verted to other Eastern cities, but 
moyement of perishables has been 
maintained in sufficient quantities to 
meet immediate needs and will so 
continue, according to the predic- 
tions, until a strike is either cailed 
or peace restored Sunday, 


Union Repeats Demands. 


The union demands: an eight-hour 
day, with time and a half for over- 
time.. This condition prevails in 
practically all union trucking in the 
city now, with the exception of the 
market group, which has its own 
separates union tocal. It is calculated 
that should the eight-hour day be 
extended to this group, its practical 
result, because of the nature of the 
work,. would be higher pay rather 
than shorter hours, and it is under- 
stood that this would be satisfactory 
to the union. The union claims an 
active membership of 2,000, and 
these drivers are the only persons 
employed in the field. 

The employing group takes the 
position that it would be impossible 
for them to operate under the pro- 
posed condition.

On the other hand, the coming 
series will be something new to Joe 
McCarthy. The Cub pilot has been 
in the majors only four years and 
has just won his first pennant. 

Hornsby Managed Winner. 

But to offset this, MeCarthy will 
enter the struggle with four regular 
players, Hornsby, Cuyler, Wilson and 
McMillan, and a possible relief 
pitcher, Arthur Nehf, all of whom 
have had world’s series experience. 
Hornsby not only played in one but 
managed a winner; Cuyler was the 
outstanding hero of the Pirates’ 
triumph over the Senators in 1925; 
Wilson, as a Giant, appeared in the 
series of 1924, and Nehf, at his peak, 
ranked as one of the greatest of 
world’s series pitchers. 

Now, world’s series experience is 
doubtless of much value to a man- 
ager, but if any one attempts to ap- 
ply this as a means toward aiding in 
making a forecast he most certainly 
is shooting at the moon for world’s 
series history is replete with in- 
stances where managers on their 
first try succeeded, only to meet 
failure later, while others missed fire 
several times before reaching their 
goal. 

But Mack’s experience, along with 
that of his aide, Eddie Collins, 
should count. Mack is the accepted 
master technician of the diamond. 
The adroitness with which he aligns 
his battle array is almost uncanny. 
Last year one of Mack’s young 
players made some disparaging re- 
marks anent the judgment of his 
manager in stationing his outfielders 
for a certain batter. 


Calls Mack Smartest of All. 


Ty Cobb, overhearing the remark, 
said: 

‘‘Listen, young fellow, let me tell 
you something. I have been around

I have seen a great many 
managers in action but the smartest 
of them all sits on the bench with | 
you and don’t ever forget it.” | 

But McCarthy is a shrewd one, too. 
He proved that by lifting the Cubs 
from last place to a pennant in four 
years, and it is not at all impossible 
for McCarthy to offset Mack’s 
greater experience by his own in- 
genious methods for getting the 
most out of his players. 

Probably of more value in de- 
termining the outcome of the series 
is the psychological factor. 

It took the Athletics practically 
three seasons to convince themselves 
they were powerful enough to over- 
throw the Yankees.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3.—Although 
not a single world’s series ticket has 
been issued at Shibe Park so far, 
ticket offices have sprung up like 
mushrooms in the central part of the 
city. 

The offices are covered with huge 
signs announcing ‘‘world’s series 
tickets bought and sold.’’ Inside the 
offices are anywhere from three to 
half a dozer. salesmen ready to in- 
terview buvers or sellers in a mar- 
ket that has no standards and no 
establishea prices. 

Officials at Shibe Park will begin 
handing out the tickets tomorrow 
to those fortunate enough to have re- 
ceived slips. Each slipholder will 
be entitled to buy two grandstand 
seats at $5.50 each for three games 
or two box seats at $6.60 each for 
three games. 

Some of the ticket offices were 
merely taking orders today or mak- 
ing contacts with persons who will 
have tickets to sell later.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Heavy Break in Stocks; Call 
Money at 6%, Sterling 
Slightly Higher. 








The hope that Wednesday’s moder- 
ate recovery on the Stock Exchange 
meant that ‘‘readjustment of prices’’ 
was completed, and that the familiar 
turn to spectacular recovery of all 
the ground lost since the middle of 
September was immediately at hand, 
received an unpleasant blow from 
the course of the market yesterday. 
After a brief spell of hesitation, sell- 
ing of stocks was resumed with an 


| urgency possibly greater than on any 


day of the decline. Losses of 20 to 25 
points were numerous; one high- 
priced stock, long driven up under 
the auspices of a professional pool, 
fell 70 points; declines of 5 to 10 
points were the commonplace of the 
market. ‘At the day’s low prices, 
some of the industrial shares most 
conspicuous in the recent advance 
were quoted 24 to 28 per cent below 
their highest for the year. Even 
United States Steel reached a price 
19 per cent less than what was bid 
for it four weeks ago. 

There was no such upward reaction 


| at the last as is apt to accompany so 
| Violent a day’s decline, 


especially 
when it follows prolonged marking- 
down of prices. Many of the shares 
whose losses were largest closed at 
the day’s low price, and those which 
recovered from the lowest canceled 
as a rule very little of the decline. 
It was again impossible to trace the 
source of the selling orders under 


which the market crumbled. They 


unmistakably included, however, a 
good proportion of forced liquidation. 
Wall Street ascribed them largely to 
professional selling for the ‘‘bear ac- 
count,’’ but that would necessarily 
attend sacrifice seles by recent specu- 
lators for the rise. The striking fact, 


| from the professional viewpoint, was 


the absence, after so long a continu- 
ous decline, of repurchases for the 
“short account”? such as would visi- 
bly affect the market’s course. On 
the other hand, as the ‘‘averages’’ 
show, even yesterday’s lowest prices 
were far above those prevailing in 
the first half of the year. They were 
20 per cent higher than the final 
average of 1928. This fact, however, 
has a double implication. 

CaH money declined to 6 per cent, 
as it did after its rise to 10 in the 
first week of last October. No doubt 
the day’s decline was helped by the 
heavy Stock Exchange liquidation. 
Sterling failed to hold Wednesday’s 
moderate recovery. After a furtHer 
fractional advance in the early trad- 
ing, it declined more than 1 cent, to 
the lowest rate reached since the 
bank rate rose at London. 

The London bank statement re- 
ported loss of nearly $14,000,000 
more gold since the middle of last 
week, when the bank rate was ad- 
vanced. Simultaneously, the Bank 
of France reported increase for the 
week of almost exactly the same 
amount in its own gold reserve. This 
pictures concisely the nature of the 
gold export withdrawals from Lon- 
don this past week, though it does 
not explain the period’s $4,700,000 
addition to the German Reichsbank’s 
gold reserve. As matters now stand, 
the Bank of England’s gold holdings 
have shrunk $150,000,000 since the 
m!.dle of last June, or 19 per cent, 
and $183,000,000 or 22% per cent 
since this week in 1928. 

Even the ratio of the banking re- 
serve to deposit liabilities, at 24% per 
cent, is not only less than half that 
of last June but is considerably the 
lowest figure reported at this time of 
year since 1924. The London market 
seems to find encouragement in the 
possibility that the call by Paris 
banks on their London balances, be- 
ing partly incidental to the season of 
heaviest French tax collections, will 
presently cease. There is also a be- 
lief that the readjustment of inter- 
national money rates will shift from 
London to Yew York, as it did in 
1927, the burden of financing Amer- 
ica’s ‘Autumn export trade: with Eu- 
lope. Either consideration may pres- 
ently relieve the London position, but 
to date it is highly unsatisfactory.

Fear at the Helm. 


One of the most experienced judges 
of the market observed yesterday: 

It has been 
spread by the continued decline, by 
the persistent attacks on the condi- 
tion of the brokers’ loan account, and 
today by the attack on the ‘orgy of 
American speculation’ by the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer.’’ .Some 
of the rumors in Wall Street were

The margin calls that went out of 
the Wall Street district last night 
were great in volume, probably the 
greatest that have gone out from 
commission houses on any single day 
this year.

Previous declines mere- 
ly interrupted an upward trend, in 
which most buyers of stocks had 
good profits.

RISE CONTRARY TO MARKET 





Banks Here and Corporations In- 
crease Figures, Out-of-Town In- 
stitutions Show Reduction. 





The Federal Reserve Bank yester-| 
day reported an increase of $43,000,- | 


000 in brokers’ loans for the week 
ended on Wednesday. This increase, 
in the face of a declining stock mar- 
ket since a week ago, followed last 
week’s increase of $192,000,000. 

The new loan total, $6,804,000,000, 
according to the Federal Reserve 
Bank’s figures, constitutes a new 
high record, and is well over $2,000,- 
000,000 above the aggregate of a year 
ago. 

According to the figures of report- 
ing member banks in New York City 
revorted to the Federal Reserve, 
loans of the banks for their own ac- 
count and loans for the account of 
corporations and others were high, 
each gaining $47,000,000, while loans 
for the account of out-of-town banks 
were reduced by $50,000,000.

While the New York banks in- 
creased loans for their own account, 
they had reduced their borrowings 
from the Federal Reserve this week 
by $84,000,000. This week’s borrow- 
ing of $63,000,000 compares with 
$147,000,000 last week.

SAYS TRADE CONDITIONS 
IMPROVE IN ARGENTINA 


American Commercial Attache 
Reports Economic Conditions 
Not So Bad as Painted. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Exception 
was taken by Alexander V. Dye, 
American commercial attaché at 
Buenos Aires, in a message to the 
Commerce Department today, to a 
report published in THz New YorxK 
Times that economic conditions have 
been going from bad to worse for the 
last eight months in Argentina. This 
view of the situation, Mr. Dye ad- 
vised, ‘‘exaggerates conditions.”’ 

‘With the recent drought ended,”’ 
he said, business has ‘‘resumed full 
swing and optimism prevails.” * 

Mr. Dye’s message referred to an 
editorial of Tuesday entitled ‘‘Argen- 
tina’s ‘Ill Wind.’” 

His cable to the department was 
sent yesterday. It said; in addition 
to asserting that the editorial article 
exaggerated conditions: 

‘Only danger was that drought, 
which prevailed until middle Septem- 
ber, if continued, would have wiped 
out profits only on last three crops. 
Abundant rainfall over entire country 
has now completely removed that 
danger. If Argentina has abnormally 
good weather conditions from now 
on, still possible make bumper crops

ROOSEVELT’S AID SOUGHT 





Plan Would Take Funds Out of 
Wall Street and Put Them Into 
Mortgages, Advocates Declare. 





The Bronx Chamber of Commerce 


started a campaign yesterday for a 
law to compel all banks which ac- 
cept savings and thrift accounts to 
observe the same rules in, investing 
money so obtained which now apply 
to savings banks. A committee was 
formed to enlist the aid of other 
organizations in obtaining a confer- 
ence with Governor Roosevelt.on the 
proposed measure. 

Such a law, chamber officials con- 
tended, would aid real estate de- 
velopment by forcing this money out 
of Wall Street and into first mort- 
gages. 

Albert D. Phelps, who introduced 
tha resolution providing for the com- 
mittee to further /this project, seid 
that the result of such an enactment 
would be that the “enormous de- 
posits built up in the business banks 


in special savings and thrift ac-| ps 


counts’ would not find their wav 
down to Wall Street for investment 
in speculative stocks and. bonds and 
call money.’’ 

Logan Billingsley, president of the 
chamber, called the resolution one 
of. the most important ever offered 
at a meeting there and said that the 
organization would write to every 
real estate board and chamber cf 
commerce in the State to enlist their 
cooperation. Apartment houses, it 
was said during discussion of the 
motion, are not overbuilt, new ones 
being rented completely before they 
are completed. 

Edward J. Flynn, Secretary of 
State of New York, who was pres- 
ent at the meeting, said that h 
would be glad to cooperate with the 
organization in this matter and aid 
in any way he possibly could. 

The chamber had as its guests yes- 
terday a number of prominent oars- 
men and rowing enthusiasts, and, 
in connection with its project for a 
$6.000,000 municipal ‘‘playland’’ de- 
velopment in-the Pelham Bay Park 
section, it endorsed a plan for an 
aquatic centre there, with a rowing

BOARD TO. HEAR PLEA 
ON PARK AV. STORES 


Clash Expected at Session Nov. | 
14 on Extending Retail Zone 
North of 57th Street. 


The Board of Estimate set Nov. 14 
yesterday as the date for a public 
hearing upon .a petition of Robert 
Walton Goelet and fourteen other | 
property owners requesting a change | 
from a residence and business to a 
“retail district’’ for both sides of 
Park Avenue between Fiftieth and 
Fifty-seventh Streets. 

This change, if granted, would ex- 
tend the northerly limit of the re- 
cently created ‘‘retail zone,’’ a new 
designation, from Fiftieth Street 
seven blocks further along that 
avenue. 

The Board of Estimate instructed 
its chief engineer, Herman H. Smith, 
last June to submit a report on the 
proposal. In his report:the chief en- 
| gineer has recommended the change 
|desired by Mr. Goelet and his asso- 
| ciates. e reported that the peti- 
| tioners represent about 80 per cent 
of the property in the area requested 
to be altered. 

“The frontages affected,’”’ says the 
report, ‘‘are zoned as a residence 
district excepting to the north of a 
line 100 feet north of East Fifty-sixth 
Street and to the south of a line 100 
feet south of East Fifty-first Street 
where business districts prevail,’’ the 
report said. 

‘‘There are small residence districts 
to the east and to the west of the 
affected area, together with a busi- 
ness district westwardly along East 
Fifty-third. Street, exclusive of the 
rk Avenue frontage. 

“The property is substantially im- 
proved with modern apartment 
houses and hotels and with a church. 
In addition there are a few small 
brick dwellings and some _ small 
stores scattered along the Park Avc- 
nue frontage. ; 

‘“‘The treatment proposed would con- 
stitute a northerly extension of the 
retail district relating to Park Ave- 
nue and an extensive area lying gen- 
erally to the southwest of East Fif- 
tieth Street. The limitation set up 
|in the retail district against indepen- 
| dent manufacturing would in all 
| probability confine the development 
to business uses that would not prove 

| objectionable to the prevailing devel- 
| opment of modern apartment houses, 
although there is one short block on: 
the westerly side of the street and 
one on the easterly side completely | 
improved with old buildings which: 
might be developed under the retail; 
district with department stores or; 
office buildings.”’ 
At the time the retail zone was es- | 
tablished there was bitter opposition | 
on the part of the Park Avenue As- | 
sociation and other interests, which | 
made a hard fight for preservation of | 
residential exclusiveness for Park | 
Avenue. A nenewal of much of this | 
hostility is expected at the public 
hearing on Nov. 14.
